SHOCKED BY THE BALLET. 


St. Louis Ministers Protest Against the 
Performances of an Opera Company. 

Sr. Lovis. Mo., Nov. 29.—[Speclal.— The 

Evangelical Alliance ot this city, composed of 


the majority of the ministers irrespective of 


denomination, beld a meeting this morning for 
the purpose of protesting against the bailet 
attachment of the American opera company. 
The opera season begins this evening in the 
big music-bull. After the meeting had been 
called to order Dr. Felton of the Union M. R. 
Church approached the subject by saying: 
The papers bave brought to our notice the 
arrangements being made for the opening ot 
the American Opera Festival, which is said to 
have a questionable ballet attachment. Good 
Presbyterians in other cities are moving 
against the bailet, and, Mr. President, I 
move that committee of three be 
appointed to draft a resolution imme 
diately on the subject of the ballet.“ 
The attention of the ministers was wander- 
ing when Dr. Felton began, but be hadn’t said 
ten words when all the brethren were looking 
at each other. This ballet question was so 
dangerously delicate and compromising to ex- 
press any opinions on that there was a sudden 
silence for a few minutes before the wotion 
was put.. It was carried and a committee of 
four ministers was appointed. which in a short 
time returned with the following resolutions: 

WHEREAS, The season of public amusement is 
upon us; and 

WHEREAS, Some of these indulgences have a 
decidedly corrupting tendency; therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That we earnestly counsel all 
Christian people to refrain from patronizing such 
amusements as present spectacular representa- 
tions of sensuality or are manifestly immoral in 
their influence and destructive of spiritual light. 

2. That we regret to learn, upon what seems to 
be good authority, that such objectionable feat- 
ures belong to some of the performances of the 
American opera company. 

The President said: * You have heard the 
report of the Committee on Upera, are there 
any remarks?’’ 

The Committee on Opera was such a startling 
innovation in the proceedings of the alliance that 
they looked at one another with surprise. There 
was another silence, and then Presiding-Elder 
Finney of the Southern Methodist Church 
wanted to know what n all meant and called 
on Dr. Felton. who turned the subject over to 
the Rev. W. W. Boyd, D. D., who didn’t flinch 
at all in enlightening bis brethren. His opin- 
ion was that the American opera company, 
being backed by respectable people and hold- 
ing its entertainments in as ciean a place as 
tmusic-hall, naturally caused a great many per- 
sons to attend under the belief that the opera 
isclean and pure. The ballet in connection 
with it is condemnabie. And the resolutions 
were simply a protest against the baliet attach- 
ment. 


CANADA’S BOODLE POLITICIANS. 


The Settlers’ Grievances—Conditions Favor- 
able for Another Rebellion. 

OrTrawa, Ont., Nov. 29.—(Special.|—The 
recent rebellion in the Canadian Northwest 
does not appear to have resulted in allaying 
the numerous grievances the settlers of that 
part of the Dominion have against the 
Federal Government. A large number 
of settiers of the Manitoba District are again 
pressing their claims to lands acquired by 
them prior to the transfer of the country to 
Canada, wnich they allege they have been de- 
prived of. The delay in dealing with these 
claims, and the total indifference shown by 
the Government, it will be remembered. pre- 
cipitated the country into a rebellion last year 
which resulted in large loss of life and an ad- 
dition of $10,000,000 to the National debt of the 
country. 

** Precisely,”” said a prominent politician to- 
day, the same danger is again staring the 
Government in the face. There is no Riel 
now to strike the first blow, yet there are 
others equally as dangerous who would not 
fear or hesitate to resort to extreme measures 
if pacific measures fail. It is a notorious fact 
that the patents of these lands have willtully 
been withheld; members of Parliament or 
some political favorit want them. It was 
due to the interference of these ‘ boodie’ 
voliticians with the just claims ot tne settiers 
that the uprising of 1885 was brought about. 
The Governor-General has now been appealed 
to, every effort to induee the Government to 
grant these titles baving failed. This is their 
last resort. In sbort, the same state of af- 
fairs that existed two montbs before the rebell- 
ion of last year broke out exists now.“ 


ALLISON Is NOT A CANDIDATE. 


Still, Events May Force Him to Yet Become 
One. 

“Senator Allison is not a candidate for Pres- 
ident, and I do not think be will be, said ex- 
Congressman Runnells of Des Moines. Ia., yes- 
terday. “Of course things may take such a 
change that Mr. Allison would be a candidate, 
and in that event be will receive the support 
ot the Iowa delegation. As against any other 
man Blame is still the favorit of a large ma- 
jority of our people, and will probabiy be sup- 
ported by the Iowa delegation.” 

* How is prohibition working in Iowa?” 

„ Well, those of us who believe local option 
and high license to be the better metbod of 
dealing with the liquor question are waiting to 
give prohibition a fair test. We think it is the 
wonder of the hour, and will soon be aban- 
doned.

A DISAPPOINTED LOBBY. 


THE.JACKSON STREET BRIDGE ORDI- 


NANCE NOT CONSIDERED, 


It Is Made a Special Order for Next Monday 
Night—South and West Side Property- 
Owners Jam the Lobby and Retire in Dis- 
gust—The Committee on Railroads Makes 
Some Rec endati in Ite Report— 
Proposed Amendments. 

At the Council meeting last night Ald. Clarke 
asked permission to introduce the reports of 
the Committee on Raliroads in reference to 
the Stewart avenue and Jackson street bridge 
ordinance. Ald. Colvin and Lyke objected. 
Ald. Clarke said the committee was directed to 
report that evening. Ald. Colvin demanded 
the regular order.“ The reports were let in. 
One by the majority—Gile, Tiedemann, Colvin, 
and Revere—recommended the amendments 
agreed on at the afiernoon meeting, and the 
other, by Clarke, recommended all except that 
making the southern terminus Twenty-second 
Street, he recommending the substitution of 
Twenty-third place. Ald. Clarke insisted that 
the report could be considered under the in- 
structions given. 

Aid. Colvin—That was simply an instruction 
and the report is bere. 

The Mayor heid that the report could be re- 
ceived and was apart of the regular businéés. 
Ald. Colvin moved to defer and publish. Ald. 
Clarke demanded the yeas and nays. Aid. 
Hildreth said it was the charter mouon and 
the reports must go over. 

Ald. Colvin said bis object was to give Ald. 
Sheridan, who was on nis way from California, 
an opportunity to be beard, as he had had the 
Stewart avenue matter in charge. 

After some talk about the right method of 
procedure Ald. Dixon hoped Colvin would 
allow the Council to consider the amendments 
reported by tune committee. Perhaps 
u compromise ordinance could be passed, 
and the objecuons met. They would not 
wait for an Aiderman to come from Califor- 
nia, since they bad neard all be could say. 
People from all parts of the city shouid not 
be brought to the Council Chamber every 
night, and then, on a technicality. lay the 
ordinance over. Some headway snould be 
made on the ordinance. 

The Mayor beld that the matter could be 


considered, but not finally acted on that night. 
A motion to publish wast los. 


Aid. Colvin moved to make the ordinance a 


special order for Monday night. Another 
Gispute occurred as to the power of the 
Council to consider it. Aid. Hildreth wanted 
a “break” put on. Aid. Ciarke said the 
ordinance would doubtiess be subjected to 
careful scrutiny. If amendments were con- 
curred in the ordinance could be fpublisbed 
and taken up for final action next 
week. Ald. Wheeler thought the ordinance 
could properly be taken up at once 
in view of past achon with reference to it, 
Aid. Campbell was in favor of taking it up and 
putting it in proper shape. He couldn't under- 
stand the baste to get the ordinance throurh. 
The charter should not de violated. Ald. Hil- 
lock presented a remonstrance against the 
ordinance. The motion to make it a special 
order was finally agreed to—yeas 26, nays 8— 
Dixon, Whelan, Mahoney, Simons, Landon, 
Schack, Ryan, and Manierre. 

There was avery large lobby present, the 
galiery being packed and many people stand- 
ing up on the floor. Most of them were inter- 
ested in Stewart avenue and the Jackson street 
bridge, as when action was deferred about 400 
left the room. About 100 remained, expecting 
the West Adams street railway ordinance to 
come up, but it was not handed in by tae 
committee. 


BEFORE THE COMMITTEE, 


Proceedings During the Afternoon—What 
the Property-Owners Said. 

The Committee on Railroads met yesterday 
afternoon and took up the ordinance in rela- 
tion to Stewart avenue and Jackson street 
vridge. Louis Hutt said while he was heartily 
in favor of railroads and desired to have the 
street improved as proposed it would be an 
outrage on property-owaers on Twenty- 
second street and Archer avenue to 
stop the new street at Twenty-third, 
as they desired to have the use of it. Mr. 
Collier said Stewart avenue, between Twenty- 
second and Twenty-third streets. would remain 
as now, with the exception that it would be 
graded and paved. There would be jusi as 
much of a street as there ever was. The or- 
dinance in itseif was fair. The land to swing 
a bridge at Jackson street was a bonus. A 
bridge there would be a benefit to the South 
and West Sides. It looked as if some people 
wanted the company to goa little further 80 
that they would be damaged, in order to get 
two or three prices for their property. The 
West Side had been waiting for years for the 
bridge. 

Mr. Hutt retorted that the property-owners 
on Stewart avenue had been waiting thirty 
years for a street. 

Represeatative Robrbach said if the street 
stopped at Twenty-third it would benefit no- 
body. Twenty miles an hour really meant 
thirty-five. The street should be extended to 
Twenty-second. 

Daniel Corkery said it was an outrage for 
them to take a sixty-six-foot street and give a 
thirty-foot one—not common sense or justice, 

Mr. Baker remarked that the ordinance 
meant the spoliation of the property-owners 
on cross streets, as their lots would be ruined 
by the approaches to the viaducts. Why should 
not the company be required to lower its 
tracks eight or ten ieet? 

Mr. Eck spoke in favor of an extension to 
Twenty-second street, since a *stump-tail”’ 
would be no good. 

Harry Rubens denied that the Gottfried 
Brewmg Company wanted to be damaged.“ 
They bad offered the old brewery and the land 
two years before the new building was erected 
for $25,000. They were about to build an ele- 
vator and malt-house south of the brewery, 
and didn’t want to be disturbed after the build- 
ings were uv. The company insisted on the 
street going to Twenty-second, as it would 
give an outlet to the West Side, and also be- 
cause the ordinance contemplated the taking 
of the property at some future time, at what 
price the company pleased, after having 
ruined it. 

Mr. Colijer said if the brewery were con- 
demned the owners would get from a baif to 
twice what the land and buildings were worth. 
Mr. Rubens replied that that wouldn't com- 
pensate them for loss of business. for which 
nothing could be recovered under the decision 
of the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Marshall Field asked if the company had 
offered to deliver the property within twelve 
or twenty-four months, It could in the mean 
time locate elsewhere and not have to stop 
business. Mr. Rubens said if the company 
would purchase the property and aliow a year 
to get away it would be sold to them very 
cheap. The resolutions adoptea by residents 
jn the Fifth Ward protesting against the adop- 
tion of the ordinance were read. 

Ald. Gile offered an amenament requiring 
the company to make the improvement in one 
year instead of two; also one substituting a 
brick or stone wall for a wooden fence; also 
one requiring the company to pay the cost of 
construction and maintenance of the ap- 
proaches as well as the viaducts. These were 
adopted without opposition. 

Ald. Tiedemann moved to strike out twenty 
miles (the rate of speed) and insert ten. Ald. 
Gile said that would kill the ordinance. The 
sole desire of the company, ne understood, in 
offering to do as proposed was to get the bigh- 
er speed for suburban traffic, but be believed 
the people should be protected. Aid. Clarke 
said the general ordinance permitted trains to 
run ten miles an hour. Ald. Colvin remarked 
that during the committee's visit to the 
grounds Saturday they saw trains running 
twenty-five miles an hour. At Thirty-first 
street tnere were sixteen tracks and 3,000 
in a day—over 50,000 a month.

Addressed to the Knights of Labor and 
Trades Unionists. 

At the Nationa! Convention of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union heid in Minneap- 
olis, Minn., Oct. 22 to 26, 1886, an address to al! 
Knights of Labor, trades unions, and other 
labor organizations was ordered. The ad- 
dress bas been issued. It rejoices in the work- 
ingmen’s platform, which pronounces for 
mutual heip, and which recognizes neither 


sex, race, nor creed, and especially that feat- 
ure of it which tends to elevate women indus. 
trially, and which advocates Placing the ballot 
in their hands. ‘As temperance women,“ the 
address continues, we are glad to note 
your hostile attitude toward the saloon, and 
read with joy the vow made by the new officers 
of the Knights of Labor to be total abstainers 
during their term of omce.“ The labor ques- 
tion is touched upon in this way: 

It is not overproduction so much as under- 
consumption that grinds the faces of the work- 
ingmen. The fourteen hundred millions an- 
nually drawn, chiefly from the pockets of work- 
ingmen, by saloonkeepers and cigar-dealers 
means less flour in the barrel, less coal in the 
cellar, and less clothing for the Jaborer’s family. 

As worthy the attention of the working 
classes, the work of the temperance societies 
in securing the passage of laws requiring that 
children be taught the evil effects of intoxi- 
cating liquors upon the body and mind is men- 
toned. Attennon is also galled to the White 
Cross pledge of equal chastity for man 
and woman, and assistance 
of the labor organizations asked to 
help secure adequate protection by law 
for the daughters of the rich and poor alike, 
and to help preserve the American Sabbatb. 
In return tor tris the W. C. T. U. promises its 
codperation to heip the working people secure 
the Saturday half- holiday. The address closes 
by urging that the New Testament be made 
the text-book of political economy, and is 
Signed by Frances E. Willard, President, ana 
Caroline B. Buell, Corresponding secretary.

LOUISIANA OUTRAGES. 


A Lawless Gang Commit Murder and Burn 
Up the Evidences of Their Crime. 

LAKE PROVIDENCE, La., Nov. 29.—S. WII 
kowski, the Kepresentative from West Carroll 
Parish, came bere this afternoon and reported 
baving been wayiaid in his parish oy a gang of 
outiaws numbering about ten persons. He 
was accompanied by two friends. He ex- 
pressed himself as fortunate in escaping as- 
sasination by taking to the woods. He 
turther reported that at about 10 o' clock 
last night his bookkeeper, Maj. John 
MeKay, Justice of the Peace, was 
shot and killed at his home, about four miles 
from Caledonia, together with his cook. His 
dwelling was set on fire and both bodies were 
consumed. Mr. Wilkowski has large business 
interests 1a West Carrol! Parish, where he has 
lived a great many years and brought up his 
family, whom be was compelled to leave be- 
bind in order to escape the ciutches of the 
outiaws. 

The murderers of McKay will no doubt be 
fully identified, because they stopped the 
team of Mr. Wilkowski returning home from 
Ashton yesterday about noon when it had 
traversed half the distance and beat the driver 
unmercifully.

Mining Stocks Still Going Skyward. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 29.—|Special.]— 
The upward movement in mining stocks which 
commenced about the middle of October has 
received no material check from the start, and 
18 one of the longest-continued and most pro- 
nounced of its character since tue fall of 1878. 
Then Serra Nevada sold at $270 and Union 
Consolidated at $200. The story then was that 
there was an iuimense uncovered ore deposit 
in those mines. In value the deposit amount- 
ed to $1,000 000, of which product stockholders 
got notacent. Today Consolidated California 
& Virginia took a jump from $35 to $38 a 
share, and the town is becoming excited after 
the manner of old bonanza days. Dividends 
on the stock for the next year are predicted, 
and it is becoming corceded that a body of 
good millmg ore of considerable dimensions 
has been uncovered east of the eastern clay wall 
in the California mine. It is thought possible 
that this ore runs into the Ophiron the north 
and est & Beicher on the south. The No- 
vember shipments of bullion have reached 
$241,380. One or two more shipments are ex- 
pected to reach $360,000, against $206,000 in 
October and less than $100,000 for September. 
If the market keeps up another week it is dif- 
ficult to say where it may stop, though oid 
speculators look on with great distrust. © 


A Young Operator Goes Down. 

The failure of F. A. Hill, a young operator 
on the Board of Trade, was noised around late 
yesterday afternoon. He was what is known 
as a plunger,“ operating largely with, it is 
understood, little capital behind tim. It was 
no uncommon thing for bim to operate in 
1,000,000 bushels a day, and take 500,000 at one 
trade. He was short to a large extent on 
wheat and to some extent also on pork. His 
failure is attributed to the sudden advance in 
wheat. Hill dealt largely in puts and calls.

sea in his trading.

SOUTH SIDE CAR TRACKS. 


THE CITY RAILWAY STEALS A MARCH 
ON MR. YERKES. 


An Ordinance Giving the Company the 
Right of Way on Dearborn, Polk, 
Twenty-second, and Minor Streets, aud 
South Park Avenue for Ita Horse and 
Cable Cars Introduced in the Council 
Last Night—Colvin’s Scheme for More 
Licenses. 


At last nigut's session of the Council Ald. 
Clarke presented two ordinances authorizing 
an extension of railway tracks in the South 
Division. Both were sent to the Committee 
on Railroads. One of them is as follows: 


In consideration of the acceptance hereof and 
the undertaking by the Chicago City Railway 
Company to comply with the provisions of this 
ordinance, authority and consent are hereby 

ranted and given unto the said Chicago City 
ilway Company,its successors, assigns, and 
lessees, to construct. lay down, and operate and 
maintain a double-street railway, with the neces- 
sary side-tracks and switches, in the manner and 
upon and along the several streets hereinafter 
mentioned: 

Dearborn street, from the Chicago River ‘to the 
centre of Polk street, 

On Polk street, from the centre of State street 
to the centre of Clark street. 

On Twenty-second street, from the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad tracks to the centre of Indiana av- 
enue, and from the centre of State street to the 
South Branch of the Chicago River. 

On South Park avenue, from the centre of 
Thirty-fifth street to the centre of Cottage Grove 
avenue. 

The various tracks herein named shall be built 
within two years after the passage of this ordi- 
nance; provided, that should the construc- 
tion 0 any one or more of said 
lines be delayed by injunction of any 
court, the time so lost shall be added to the time 
herein specified within which the same shall be 
constructed; and, provided that, should any por- 
tion of any of the said lines not be completed 
within the time herein specified, the rights here- 
in granted shall be forfeited only on the unbuilt 
portion thereof. 

The cars of said railways shall be operated 
only by animal power, except that it shall be 
lawful tor the Chicago City Railway Company at 
any time within the term of this ordinance to 
adopt its so-calied cable system on any or all of 
the lines herein named, the same to be con- 
structed and operated as provided by and subject 
to the conditions of the ordinance of/Jan. 17, 1881, 
authorizing the Chicago City Railway Company 
to operate its cars by other than animal power. 

As regards filling, grading, and paving of the 
streets or parts of streets to be occupied by its 
tracks, as herein provided, the said company 
shall fill, grade, and pave and keep in repair six- 
teen feet in the centre of said streets so occupied 
in manner provided by Sec. 2 of the ordinance of 
July 30, 1883, relating to street-railways. The 
right to use granit blocks in the paving of its 
lines is hereby expressly granted to said com- 


pany. 

The rate of fare shall not exceed five cents for 
any distance between Madison street and the 
terminus of each of said lines, and passengers on 
the Twenty-second street line shail be transferred 
from it to or over any of the north or south lines 
of said company which it crosses without any ad- 
ditional fare. 

As regards the license to be paid on the cars 
to be operated on the kines herein provided, the 
said company shall conform to Sec. 1 of an orai- 
nance passed July 30, 1883, relating to street rail- 
Ways. 

The grant herein given shall extend for the 
term of twenty years from the passage hereof, 
provided the same shall be accepted by said com- 
pany within thirty days after its passage. 

The privileges hereby granted are subject to all 
the general ordinances of the City of Chicago now 
in force or hereafter to be passed in reference to 
horse railways, and to all ordinances affecting 
the lines of railways of which the lines hereby 
authorized are extensions. 

The other ordinances, the provision of which 
are the same as those given above, authorizes 
the company to extend its lines on Twenty- 
sixth street, from Halsted to Cottdge Grove 
avenue; on Thirty-fifth street, from State 
street to Ullman, and from Stanton avenue 
to South Park avenue; on Uliman street, from 
Thirty-fifth to Thirty-first street; and on Pit- 
ney avenue from Archer avenue the right of 

way of the Chiwago & Alton Railroad. 


It was stated in THe TRIBUNE the other day | 


that the North Side Street-Railway Compauy 
intended to apply for the right of way on 
Dearborn street, from Jackson to Wasbington, 
and so it did and does. It was outflanked by 
the South Side Company, which looks with dis- 
favor on any such invasion of its territory by 
a rival corporation. It accordingly got its or- 
dinance in ahead. There will, how- 
ever, be bitter opposition on the part 
of about all the  property-owners to 
the granting of any street-railway franchise to 
anybody on Dearborn street, which is now the 
only street except Market that has no rajlroad 
tracks upon it, and which is full of teams and 
vehicles. If that street is taken away the use 
of teams on the South Side is practically at an 
end. In the ordinance submitted last night 
the South Side company dispenses with the 
consent of the property-owners to lay down 
tracks on the various streets the use of which 
it asks. The company claims that the 
Council cap grant it a fraochiso without tho 
previous co nsent of the majority of the front- 
age, because by the private charter granted to 
the company in 1859 the Council was author- 
ized to give it a right of way on any street that 
it saw fit. It holds that the terms of its cbar- 
ter are a contract. and that the clause in the 
present city charter wnich requires the con- 
sent of a majority of the frontage does not ap- 
ply to it. On most of the streets where 
it asks the right of way there will 
probably be no objection, but on Dearborn 
street, as stated above, there will be a long 
and protracted fight, made all the more in- 
tense by the fact that the North Side Company 
will bring in ita ordinance, and there wiil be a 
triangular fight between the two rival compa- 
nies and the property-owners. 
Ald. Colvin's License Scheme, 

Ald. Colvin desired to introduce an 
ordinance which would add $1,500,000 a year 
to the city’s revenue. Every year $3,000,000, 
$4,000,000, or $5,000,000 was added to the value 
of property, but the assessments kept going 
down. In 1886 the assessment was $20,000,000 
jess than in 1875. A large addition to the 
population was expected from the admission 
of Jefferson, Lake View, and other suburban 
towns, and there must be additional police and 
fire protection, sewers, etc. He did not de- 
sire to impose a hardship on any par- 
ticular business. The city was growing at the 
rate of 50.000 a year, and a larger 
revenue was needed. No more money was 
available now than ten or fifteen years ago 
when the city had 250,000 less people. At tne 
next meeting he intended to present a resolu- 
tion asking the Legislature to increase the 
amount by providing for the licensing of otber 
industries than those now licensed under the 
charter. There was no reason why wholesale 
and retail merchants, grocers, dry-goods men, 
tobacconists, etc., should not be licensed. He 
banded in an ordinance amending that in rela- 
tion to saloons, striking out $500 and making 
the license $1,000. 

Ald. Dixon—I am with you. 

Ald. Colvin was willing to suspend the rules 
and vote on it atonce. There must be better 
bridge facilities, more viaducts, etc., and the 
only way to get them was to have more reve- 
nue. He moved to suspend the rules to pass. 
The motion was lost—yeas 20, nays 14—as fol- 
lows, two-thirds being necessary:

The committee was instructed to report at 
the next regular meeting. 

How the City May Save Money. 

The following was received from the Mayor: 

At the end of the present fiscal year the water 
fund will not be far from $1,500,000, You have 
established a commission, whose duty wiil be to 
formulate a comprehensive system for obtaining 
an increased supply and more certainly. pure 
water. Whatever this commission may deter- 
mine its ideas cannot be put into execution for 
several years, and not until new legislation shall 
have been obtained from the State. In the mean- 
time the water fund will be idle in the treasury 
unless some plan be devised to make it pay in- 
terest. We will have bonds falling due in Jan- 
uary and April next. I recommend that you 
authorize the Controller to refund those bonds 
and to sell the same to the water fund; then, 
when the city shull need the funds, these bonds 
can be sold in the market; thus we will be able 
to save the interest to the city. 

Accompanying was an ordinance providing: 

Upon the refunding or issuance for refunding 
purposes by the city of any of its bonds the Con- 
troller shall purchase of the same so much as 
may be refunded from time to time with the sur- 

lus money to the credit of the water fund which 
s available for that purpose. Said bonds, with 
interest, shall be held as a part of the water 
fund of the city until the requirements of the 
water department of the city necessitate that 
such securities be on. 

Ald. Wetherell said money bad been appro- 
priated to take up the bonds maturing in Jan- 
uary,. 


would belegal as to them. It should be re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee for examina- 
tion. The Mayor remarked that it had been 
decided to bold over the January bonds until 
the April bonds matured, an arrangement bav- 
ing been already made to doit. So there was 
no absolute need of haste. 

Aid. Cullerton thought the water fund ought 
to be expended legitimately—to extend the 
system—and not invested in bonds. The spe- 
clal committee on water rates would meet 
this week and intended to lop off $300,000 
which now went into the fund yearly, and let 
it stay in the pockets of the taxpayers. He 
didn't believe the proposed investment was 
legal. The communication and ordinance 
were sent to the joint Committee on Finance 
and Judiciary. 


Other Matters Considered. 

The Law Vepartment was instructed to send 
in an ordinance preventing the use of streets 
less than sixty-six feet wide, where there are 
two tracks, as stands by express-wagons, cabs, 
and fruit- ts. 

A communication was received from Fire- 
Marshal Swenie stating that the fire-boat 
Geyser was in commission. The lumbermen 
had expended $5,776 on account of the Alpna, 
and he recommended that action be taken 
looking to her retention for service in the 
business scction. The Mayor and Marsha! 
were authorized to arrange for her retenuon 
until further orders. 


“OUR GIRLS’ CO-OPERATIVE COMPANY.” 


Workingwomen Who Propose to Go Into 
Manufacturing for Themselves. 

Nov. 22 a charter was obtained from the 
State for an organization known as “Our 
Girls’ Codperative Clothing Manufacturing 
Company,” and today or tomorrow there will 
gO into active operation upon a North Side 
street the first codperative temale manufac- 
tory in Chicago. This society has been organ- 
ized by a number of giris who have sewed 
upon the “slop work of clothing man- 
ufacturers—the work jobbed by small 
bosses to the girls. The profits of these ob- 
bers, it is claimed, are from $10 to $20 a day. 
They wages of the sewing-girls average $20 a 
month. The main motive of the association 
‘sg therefore to do away with the stock jobber. 
The circular distributed throughout the United 
States and stamped with the seal of the or- 
ganization bears the following advice: 


We, as wageworkers, have been in the work- 
shop for years, manufacturing clothing, and as a 
specialty, are adepts; and, not wishing longer to 
be dependent upon a wage system, have formed a 
operative company, to be known as Our 
Girls’ Codperative Clothing Manufacturing Com- 
pany.’ 

Our aim and objects are to elevate the working 
classes, and especially our own sex; and in our 
earnest endeavor we will now appeal to all men 
and women, and particularly the working classes, 
to aid us in our undertaking. 


A explanation ol the sort of work to be done 
and description of trade mark follows, the 
whole signed, All the girls of L. A. 7,707, D. 
A. 24. K. of L.“ 

Miss Mary McCormick, the President, was 
visited at her home last evening. We hope 
to be in working order in a couple of days.,“ 
she said. We shall place twenty-five wa- 
chines in the shop, which will give work to 
about forty girls, as two-thirds of the machine 
girie must Dave asters. We have at present 
a capitul stock to the amount ot $10,000. That 
is 1,000 shares at $10 a spare. We are finding 
purchasers of stock throughout the State; 
$100 of the sum was given us dy 
a Koight of Labor assembly. Our meth- 
od from the first will be to 
distribute equable wages, and yet to ask no 
more for our goods than the down-town man- 
ufacturers. As our work will be of the best it 
will put us into active competition witb the 
market. I say our work will be of the best, 
for it is the experienced sewers who have 
started this, and wbo will superiniend the 
working of tne new manufactory. The most 
needy will be given. places first, and it is our 
purpose to take the girls from the shops as 
rapidly as possibie. Our stock will therefore 
be unlimited, and our plans for accumulat 
capital as cautious as possible, that more ü 
under our organtzauon may be started. At 
the end of every su months the books will be 
closed, and the net profits divided into three 
parts: One will 0 to labor, 
that is, be the dividends of the 
coOperative members; one to capital, or me 
building and reserve fund; and one-third to 
tne General Assembly of the Knights or Labor, 
of which we are a part. We will pay 6 per 
cent per annum on the paid-up sbare capital, 
It will be our effort at first to simply attempt 
to procure direct from the wholesale manu- 
facturer, without the medium of a ‘jobber,’ 
what 1s known asthe ‘slop-work.’ Should we 
tail in this there is no alternative but to manu- 
facture absolutely ourseives, and cut and 
make the garments in our shop. But as yet 
we have no reason to anticipate the need for 
such measures. We will certainly be supported 
in some way or Otmer, for there are 55,000 
Knights of Labor in the city who have 
sworn to support us. They will buy straight 
from us if necessarr, and since the work we 
do is the making solely of workimgmen’s 
clothes, we cannot failto be sustained, Our 
regulations and by-laws will be published in 
240 labor papers tomorrow, and I expect a 
great deal of encouragement. indeed, we are 
having that now. I find one or two ietters 
awaiting me every night when I return from 
work inclosing a check for a share of stock. 
and no end of kind letters beside.“

When it was ascertained that he was the 
man who had been writing the letters, ne 
was told to leave the premises. He went away, 
cursing, and did not appear until two or three 
weeks ago, when be passed the house without 
stopping. The letters in the meantime con- 
tinued to arrive. Saturday last be aguin 
walked into the house and asked to see Mrs. 
Garfield. He was refused tbis privilege and 
again went away cursing. Halt an hour later 
he returned, and, knocking at the door, asked 
that a letter which he carried in his hand be 
conveyea to Mrs. Garfield. The latter was 
soon returned to bim, with tae information 
that the lady did not desire any correspondence 
with nim. He again went away, enraged, but 
was followed, arrested, and iodged in jail bere 
yesterday.

LOST IN THE BREAKERS, | 


THREE BRAVE MEN DROWNED IX” 


LAKE MICHIGAN, 


Hastening to Answer a False Signal of 
Distress the Boat of a Life-Saving Crew | 
Ie Overturned by the Waves—A Tag 
Becomes Disabled and Is Driven Ashore 
—Bravery of a Hero Who Swam 
Through the Foaming Surf to Secure 
Assistance. e 
MANISTEE, Mich., Nov. 29.—[Special.|—A 
terrible disaster, resulting in the drowaiag of 
three members of the Big Point Au Sabie 
Life-Savmg crew, tbe total destruction of 4 
Manistee tugboat, and the possible foss of a 
schooner and her crew, occurred on Lake 
Michigan this morning. Last night when the 
wind began to blow a gale from che 
northwest the schr A. J. Dewey of 
Manistee was lying at Pierport, waiting to load 
lumber for Chicago. The tug A. P. Wright 
was with her, and when the big seas were 
driven inshore both were compeiled to leave. 
The tug got a line from the schooner and 
started to tow her to Manistee for shelter, but 
the gale kept increasmg in violence and the | 
vessel labored so heavily that she gavea 
sudden lurch and the strain on the hawser 
caused it to part. One end was swept into 
the wheel of the tug, rendering her helpless, 
and the schooner was lost sight of in the blind- 
ing snow-storm. About 3 o’clock, after toss . 
ing about in the furious seas for two hours, 
the tug struck the beach and rolled over on 
ber side. Then came the battle for life. The 
crew consisted of five men, as follows: Capt. 
Sam Johnson, master; Thos. Vaughao,engineer; 
Henry Danforth, linesman; August Heiger. 
son, fireman; Harry Darrell, steward. The 
men clungtothe wreck as best they could, 
urging each other to de brave and not give up 
in despair, and at one time when young Darrell 
was about to relax his hold the engineer put 
his arm around bim and held him up. Freez- 
ing seas were sweeping over them and their 
clothing became rigid with ice. 
After clinging to the wreck for three bours 
daylight came, and with it no signs of relief, 
The men by this time were nearly frozen, and, 
knowing that they could not bold on much 
longer, Danforth volunteered to make an 
effort to reach the shore. His 
companions begged bim not to 
further imperil his life, but the 
brave fellow silencea their entreaties, and, 


alter divestmg bimself of his heavy clothing, 


struck out forsbore. He is a powerful swim- 
mer, but hie muscular arms and iron will 
were hardly a fair match with the foam- 
ing breakers that thundered along the 
beach. But de fought the battle manfulig 
and was buoyed up by the feeble cheers of his 
shipwrecked companions, who eagerly watched 
the struggling form of the hero as he rose and 
fell with the waves until he galsed the shore. 
Stopping but for a moment to salute those 
who were still on the wreck Danforth made bis 
way to a farm-house, and, after uttering’ a 
few words, fell faintmg to the floor. He was 
picked up and kindly cared tor, and tonight is 
out of danger. j 

The farmer made out that a vessel was in 
distress and at once set off for Manistee. He 
reached here with his borse reeking with foam. 
and in a few minutes the life-saving crew were 
burrying to the rescue with their beach appa. 
ratus. On reaching a point abreast of the 
wreck tne howitzer was trained into line and 
a well-directed shot sent the iife-line over the 
tug.

Thoy 
pulled but a short distance when their life 
boat struck a bar and capsized. The entire 
crew was thrown into tne sea, and the 
boat dia not right again. Orrin Hatch 
and Jobo Smith, two surfmen, were 
drowned, It is thought that they must 
have been struck by the wale of the boat, as 
both instantly sunk from sight. Capt. Flynn, 
who was in command, climbed up on the bot- 
tom of the boat with the aid of Surfman Lud- 
wig.

THE POLES MEET TO CELEBRATE. 


Fifty-sixth Anniversary of Their Revolu- 
tion— Exercises Last Night. 

The Poles in the northwestern part of the 
cify turned out iu large numbers last night to 
celebrate the fifty-sixth anniversary of the 
Polish revolution at the Aurora Turner-Hall. 
Mr. J. Koczimski presided. The Polish singing 
society under the ‘eadership of Anton Malek 
rendered Polish airs in excelicot style. 
Patriotic speeches were delivered in Polish by 
Joseph Krzemineski. W. Slominoski, and M. M. 
Pekoski. Mr. M. A. La Buy, Clerk of the 
Desplaines Street Police Court, spoke 
in KEuglieas and graphically described the 
sufferings and oppression of his peo 
ple. He gave an extended history of 
Poland, in which te said that wen 
the Slavonian tribes were obliged to submit to 
the German preponderance in Poiand it ap- 
peared that the Poles would sbare the same 
fate. In 1410 the Polish King struck a heavy 
blow at thie German preponderance, and it 
was checked from then till the seventeenth 
century. With regard to Poland's relauous to 
Turkey the Turkish preponderance for a time 
not only threatened Poland but the 
whole of Europe. The speaker then de- 
scribed the great battle at Vienna in 1685, 
when John Sobieski, at the head of 20,000 
Poles and the remnant of the German army, 
put to flight 500,000 Turks. In 1772 the first 
robbery of Poland took piace. Russia, in 
conjunction with Prussia and Austria, con- 
tracted the boundaries of tne Polish nation. 
Twenty years after Poland awakened to a new 
life. May 3, 1792, a liberal coustitution, simi- 
lar to the American one, was promulgated. 
Russia still further contracted the bounda- 
ries of Poland, and the nation, in 
despair and disgust, arose and seized its arms. 
In the midst of the confusion rose the hero 
Kosciusko; and he fourht against odds to the 
last battle at Prague, where the Russians 
butchered 16,000 men, women, and children. 
The speaker then mentioned the bitter verse- 
cution which set in in 1795, when the Russian 
government of Polana began. In con- 
clusion Mr. La Buy said: * The 
Poles may be reported as being 
mixed up in secret movements of a question- 
able character, but none know so well or can 
appreciate so weil the present American Gov- 
ernment as can the Poles, and [ have yet to 
find a single Pole opposed to the American 
laws. [Great appiause.] They are now in the 
United States under just such a constitution 
as they adopea in 1792, and that constitution 
they will obey.’”’ 


Ran Away with a Neighbor's Wife. 
Akron, O., Nov. 29.—(Special.;—C. W. 
Yerrick, one of the weaithiest and for many 
years one of the most popular and respected 
farmers of the Western Heserve, was this 
morning arrested here on a charge of adultery, 
and a damage suit for $15,000 was begun 
against him by Fred J, Semlers on the charge 
of ailenating the affections of the latter's 
wife. Two pears ago Yerrick eloped with Mrs. 
Semlers, both leaving three small children. 
Yerrick before bis departure raised $30,000 on 
personal property, but ieft fully $50,000 be- 
hind, $10,000 of wnich bis wife saved in a bang 
here. Since the disappearance of the pair 
Semiers’ three children have been carried

ENGINEER HERING’S REPORT. 


Pure Drinking Water and the Disposal of 


the City’s Sewage. 
Tue followmeg from Engineer Hering was 


read in the Council last night and sent to the 
Finance Committee: 


At present the water and sewage investigation 


of 
isposed of in 
lt can be 


manner as to thoroughly drain the city of its 
waste water and yet be of no injury to the popu- 
lation residing along the Despiaines or Illinois 
River. 

It can be discharged upon the sand dunes of 


Thornton Township, [llinois, and North Town- 


ship, Indiana, and thoroughly puritied by filtra- 
tion through the soil, transforming the respect 
ive territory into productive farming land. 

Or. after being clarified by precipitation or 
strained by forced filtration, it can be discharged 
into Lake Michigan at such points that a thor- 


ough dilution and oxidation will take place with- 


out injuring the quality of the water to be brought 
into the city for domestic and other uses. 

Either one of these schemes is practicable and 
could be made satisfactory in its results. Were 
it not for the topographical peculiarity which 
renders the tirst of them possible a disposal of 
the sewage would have to be obtained either by 
filtration through land or by dilution and oxida- 
tion in the lake. 

The importance of discovering the best possi- 
ble solution of the problem is fully realized by 
your commission, not only in view of the large 
outlay that is involved, but also in regard to the 
sanitary effects that could be gained which would 
materially assist in securing for Chicago, as re- 
gartis healthfulness, the highest rank among 
American cities. An examination into the 
growth of Chicago and its suburos reveals the 
fact that in probably half a decade it will be the 
second iargest centre of population in America, 
with the growing needs and expenditures of a 
great metropolis. This fact still more empha- 
Sizes the importance of the investigation, as the 
necessary magnitude, of the prospective works 
requires aspecial guarantee that they shall meet 
the demands of thé future in the most effective 
and economical manner possible. The examina- 
tions which are beiig made may be grouped as 
topographical, hydrographic, and office work. 
The first consists in the making of surveys and 
soundings by which to estimate the probable ex- 
perise of a new and more spacious Waterway be- 
tween Chicogo and Joliet by enlarging the illi- 
now & Michigan Canal, or by following 
the valley of the old Mud Lake and the 
Desplaines River. Surveys were also required 
with a view of establishing circulat‘ mr in the 
now stagnant South Fork, and to exan.iae into 
the practicability of diverting the flood-water of 

he Desplaines Riverand of the North Branch 
into Lake Michigan through the Town of Lake 
View and thus to prevent the Chicago River frorm 
discharging into the lake atany time. The area 
of the Desplaines basin had to be measured and 
the river bed examined in order to ascertain the 
quantity of flood-water to be expected. A gen- 
eral topographical recannaissance was needed of 
the towns adjoining the city in order to judge of 
the effects which their future requirements for 
sewage disposal and water supply might have on 
works proposed for Chicago, and vice versa. A 
close inspection and some surveys were nhecés- 
sary of the land most suitable for sewage ultra- 
tion. 

The hydrographic work consists in studying 
the nature of the currents in the lake to deter- 
mine the best points at which clarified sewage 
could be discharged if necessary and the effects 
thereof, and at which a water supply could be 
obtained that would be secure against pollution 
and against being roiled in stormy weather, and 
algo one that would have a minimum temper- 
ature during the summer months. it consists

DOOMED TO SLOW DEATH. 


The Apaches Not to Be Tried—Changed Con- 
ditions Will Exterminate Them. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 2¥.—The fate of 
the Indians captured in the Miles campaign is 
practically settied, It was not decided when 
they were first sent East whether any of them 
would be tried for crimes or not. The Presi- 
dent” has examined the case very carefuliy 
and has come to the conclusion tnat life con- 
finement for all of these Indians in Florida. 
where they can do no barm, will be the most 
thorough punishment which can be visited on 
them. It would be a travesty on justice to 
have these Indians tried in Arizona and 
New Mexico. There is not a white man in 
either one of those Territories who could 
sit in a case involving the rights of an 
indian with any kind of fairness. The 
conviction of the criminals would leave their 
families untouched. These families would 
irain up children to revenge the deaths ot 
those who were puuished, and the result 
would be a continuation of the lawlesness 
made life and property 
80 insecure in the two Territories. 

As a matter of fact, the 500 Indians trans- 
ferred to Florida have been sentenced toa 
lingering death. They bave been brought up 
in the mountain countries, accustomed to 
freedom in the pure, cold air of bigh altitudes. 
Their transfer to and confinement in toe warm 
climate of Florida will simply result in their 
dying off like so many sheep. Kxperienced 
army oflicers do not think that there wil! be 
one of them alive at tae end of the next five 
years, 


A Spite Against the Church. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 29.—One year ago the 
Copgremational church at Geneva was fired by 
an incendiary. Last summer the barness was 
cut from the borse of Frank Gieason which 
stood: in frontof the church. A week ago 
last Sunday night the borse of Mrs. Jennie 
Alliman, who plays the organ in the church, 
and who lives at Madison, a neighboring 
village, was disemboweled. A citizens’ com- 
mittee was formed to ferret out the perpe- 
trator of the outrages. They employed a de- 
tective, who today arrested Clark Aliiman, the 
husband of the organist. A dispatch from 
Geneva says that Alltman made a partial con- 
Tession and is in jail. He says he was prompted 
to bis deviltry by jealousy of his wife. He

WHY SCHAEFER WAS 
DEFEATED. 


THE KEASON 


The “Wizard’s” Performance Not Up to 
His Standard of Play—The Money That 
Changed Hands on the Game—Yale Re- 
fuses to Play Foot-Ball with Princeton 
in New York—The New Haven, Eleven 
Claim the Championship—A Negro 
Base-Ball Association. 

Slosson's victory at St. Louis Saturday night 
has aroused the liveliest kind of a local inter- 
est iu billiards, and it 18 probable that the 
second game between Schaefer and Siosson, 
to be played at Central Music-Hall 
Dec, 17, two weeks from next Friday, 
will decide a large amount of money 


and draw acrowded house. Slosson arrived 
home yesterday morning and resumed practice 
yesterday afternoon. During the day he was 
the recipient of numerous congratulations. 
The victory was certainly a meritorious one, 
for during the first 400 points Schaefer spurted 
repeatedly, only to be overtaken and passed by 
the stendy and careful efforts of Slosson. Inthe 
finai hundred Slosson played splendidly, mak- 
ing an average of five, and at all times pay- 
img due regard to safety. Speaking of the 
game Slosson said to a TRIBUNE reporter: 1 
was tied up during the first part of the 
game and did not have my stroke until the 
last hundred points. I did not bave a free 
stroke in practice; if I had Howard would 
have won a lot of money. At that time 
I told bim I would average four and that I 
would win. All the stories about my having 
averaged twelve were fictitious. I didn’t 
average over six while I was in St. Louis. 
Considering the safety we played the came 
was a good one. Schaefer began the satety 
business, but I had my mind already made up 
that if he was going to win it would be by 
corner play. and he would have to get the bails 
there himself—I was not going to leave them 
for bim.“ 

Schaefer's performance was not nearly equal 
to his practice and disappointed his friends. 
It he had played up to his practice be would 
have won easily, There was plenty of 
money behind bim. and Slosson's back- 
ers could have won $25,000 bad they 
supported their man. Probably 8500 
would cover the amount of scattered 
money that was bet, the odds averaging $20 to 
$15. Just before the game began Oliver Wise- 
man of St. Louis bet Harry Howard 81.000 to 
$700. Even the result of the game did not im- 
pair the contidence of Schueter’s friends and 
if another game had been playea the next 
night he would have gone to the table just 
as strong ua favorit as he was Satur- 
day night. Dick Roche expressed himself 
very freely about the table and balls and 
thought their defects affected Schaefer's 
chances. Wheu it was remarked that the con- 
ditions were as fair for one as for the other be 
became very indignant and said: They were 
not. Schaefer has a stroke that no other man 
in the world has. It is more del- 
ate and precie than that of ary 
other man that has ever lived, and whenever 
he meets anybody—1l don’t care who it is—and 
the tools are bad, be has a long way the worst 
of it. I don't say be lost the game on 
account of the table or balls. I know he 
played bad billiaxds and can play better, and 
I'li bet 85.000 be wins the game to be played 
in Uhicago.” 

The table was andoubtedly very badly out 
of level, but it was the fault of the floor, which 
sprung from the weight of the crowd. The 
table was bigh os the left side, and a ball 
driven up or down the table on that side 
would swing out fully six inches from the 
cushion. Tuis cause ruined many position 
Pla s for both of the contestants. Schacter 
made a plucky finish, in which he executed 
several shots of exceeding brilliancy, but failed 
to obtain favorable positions. One shot was 
an extraordioary massé. Slosson’s ball lay 
against the foot cesbion about fifteen inches 
from the left rail. The cue bail was nex, to the 
outer edge of Slossén’s bail, perhaps a quarter 
of an inch to the left of it. About eighteen 
inches from the lef rail, and with just room 
enough for a ball te pass between it and the 
foot cushion, lay de red ball. After studying 
for a few seconds, something very unusual for 
Schaefer, he steppid around the corner of the 
tabie, leaned over the left rail, raised his cue 
perpendiculariy, over the ball and brought 
it down withogt much apparent force 
on the cue ball. The ball jumped about two 
inches toward the left rail, and then came 
back against the white bali, forced it forward 
and through the space between the foot cush- 
jon and the red ball, rubbed against the 
cushion, and then went direct to the red bali. 
The spectators went wild over the perform- 
ance. 

After the match was over Carter and Mc- 
Creery played three games of three-cushion 
carroms (25 points) for $20 a side each game. 
From $100 to $500 was decided by each game, 
MeUreery won the first and second 
and Carter the third. Sunday  after- 
noon Carter, who has been playing great 
cushion-carroms of late, expressed the belicf 
that he could play the game as well as any- 
body. “But,” #aid ne, “when I play good 
biliilards they say it's ascratcb, and when 1 
play poorly they say 1 weaken. When the 
cracks let down they say it's bad tools. 
I play all kinds of 0Obilliards, and 
none of them beat me. Tois 
aroused Diek Roche, who appeared to back 
Schaefer at five games of billiards for $500 or 
$1,000 against any player in the world. Turn- 
ing to Carter he said: “You  tbink 
you can beat anybody playing bank- 
billiards. I'll bet $1,000 he can beat you 
at that game.“ nen Harry Howard of- 
lered to match Siosson against Carter 
at cushion-Carroms. Carter said he Was not 
prepared to make a match, but because any- 
body had more money than he had would not 
prevent bim trom having his opinion about 
what be was able to do and expressing it.

UNITED LABOR LEGISLATORS. 


They Specify the Measures They Propose 
to Advocate. 

The United Labor party’s members of the 
Legislature met at labor headquarters last 
nérht to formulate a plan of action at the 
coming session. All the members-elect were 
present excepting Leo P. Dwyer. W. P.Wright 
presided. The introduction of a bill for the es- 
tablishment of a State Industrial Schoo! for the 
Blind in Chicago was intrusted to Mr. O'Connor. 
It was decided to favor the election of the 
entire County Board ot Commissioners under 
the minority plan at one time, making the city 
into two districts, the West side to be one dis- 
trict ana the South and North Sides the other 
district. The members were also in favor of 
the election op the minority pian of a jury 
commission of three members to draw the 
grand jury. and favored the abrogation of all 
existing prison labor contracts upon terms just 
and equitabie to the State and the contractors; 
the distribution of the products of penal in- 
stitutions among the counties to be used in 
their charitable and penal instituuons; a 
diversity of trades for the convicts, including 
farming, so that they will be enabied to sup- 
ply their own wants, and a return to the 
primitive mode of production as far as prac- 
ticable so that each prisoner may have the 
opportunity of thoroughly learning a trade, 
and the Umitauon of the num- 
ber of prisoners employed in any 
trade. The payment of weekly wages, 
the abolishment of the the truck system, the 
ventilation of mines, and the weighing of coal 
were indorsed and referred to Daniel J. Me- 
Laugbiin of Braidwood. 

The compulsory education of children was 
also indorsed, the delega tion deciaing to intro- 
duce such a bill. * Believing that many 
philanthropic citizens have given the subject 
considerable thought their cooperation is 
usked., in the words of the motion, and they 
were requested to open up correspondence 
with the Secretary, C. D. Wheeler. Another 
plank of the platform thet women shall 
be eligibie to serve on school boards 
and vote at scbooi elections, as 
was the provision chat text-books, etc., 
shall be furnished by the State, was referred 
to Mr. Dixon, who will draw a Dill covering 
these points. The drawing of a bill making 
employers liabie for damages in case of injury 
to employés by reason of the negligence of the 
former was also referred to Mr. Dixon. 

The codperation of the District Assemblies 
of the Knigbts of Labor and of the Trades 
Assembly and the Central Labor Union re- 
garding conviot-labor legislation was asked, 
The proposition to introduce a s«eneral 

eeight-bour bin with penalties attached 
for its violation was referred to the Eight- 
Hour League. “The general sentiment 
among the members,“ said Mr. Dixon, when 
asked about the proposition. is opposed to 
such a bill. We see plainly the impractica- 
bility of such a bill while all the States about 
us maintain the ten-bour system without any 
prospect of a speedy change.

DAMAGE WROUGHT BY FLAMES. 


A Factory Burned at Laporte, Ind. 

LAPORTE, Ind., Nov. 29.—| Special. |—At 
12:30 o'clock last night the factory of the 
Loomis Manufacturing Company was discov- 
ered on fire and soon was a mass of ruins. 
Felix Karris, the night watcb, was burned to 
death in the building. Tue loss is $25,000.

ALLEGED MEANNESS OF THE HUSBAND. 


Parsimonious Way in Which the House Had 
to Be Run. 

4. And complainant further shows that when 
complainant and defendant were married as 
aforesaid, defendant had considerable property, 
and that afterwards, on or aboutthe month of 
March, 1880, by the death of defendant's father, 
defendant fell heir toan estate worth, as com- 
plainant is informed and believes, about 860,000. 
But complainant avers that both before and 
after the death of defendant's father, and all the 
time during which defendant and complainant 
lived and cohabited together, defendant was ex- 
traordinarily mean, close, and penurious in bis 
treatment of complainat; refused her decent 
provision for her support, compelled her to do 
and perform menial duties and drudgery almost 
unheard of among people in good circumstances ; 
that defendant measured every pleasure in life 
by its cost in cents, and denied his family all 
comforts and luxuries which even the poor ** 

The first birthday of defendant after the said 
m of complainant and defendant com- 
plainant presented defendant with a birthday 
present purchased for #40 with money which had 
been given complainant by her father. Defend- 
ant coldly looked at the present and exclaimed: 
I would rather you had given me the money.” 
When complainant's first child was born defend- 
ant constantly declared he had no money, and 
he humiliated the complainant by compelling her 
to receive small stipends in an envelope from 
defendant's father with which to pay complain- 
unt's monthly nurse. Defendant was almost in- 
sane on the subject of expenses. After com- 
plainant and defendant went to housekeeping 
defendant scarcely, if ever, entered the house 
without bitterly aecusing complainant of some 
unnecessary expense or waste. 

Complainant and defendant first began house- 
— — in November, 1877, in what was called 
the Harvey cottage, in the City of Lake Forest. 
It was a poor house, requiring a stove in eve 
one of its five rooms, and was without all mod- 
ern conveniences. Refuse water had to be car- 
ried and thrown a distance from the house, drink- 
me water to be brought from a neighbor's, and 
other water saved in barrels as best one could. 
Defendant, nevertheless, thought a cook and a 
nurse girl at $1 a week to.do the labor of the 
house would be sufficient. After at pains 
complainant found a girl for $1 a week. and then 
she was told that some one else had one equally 
good at 75 cents. Defendant paid about $25 a 
month rent for the cottage, which was scantily fur- 
nished with furniture, but he constantly nagged 
and worried and grossly abused the complain- 
ant, who then had a babe but three weeks old, 
because she did not procure supplies of linen and 
other articles from her father’s home. Complain- 
ant resolved not to be offended at the abuse 
heaped upon her by the defendant, and totry and 
get along with peace. It was her first housekeep- 
ing, and she hoped to be happy as mistress of her 
home. Ten minutes after ey first entered the 
house defendant rushed excitedly to complainant 
and bitterly railed at her because he had discov- 
ered a jar of butter exposed in the shed to dust 
and spiders, all of which, of course, was unknown 
to complainant. Attheir first supper in the 
house complainant kissed the defendant and 
cheerfully said: What a nice <> 5 oa we have.“ 
Defendant growled: “ We can’t have oysters 
every night. Mary brought these down. Your 
folks sent nothing.” From that day on, as long 
as defendant and complainant kept house, de- 
fendant never ceased his bitter fault-finding and 
his cruel upbraidings of complainant for some 
imagined expense or waste in housekeeping, and 
often abused her in coarse, offensive, and profane 
language. Defendant would not give complain- 
ant money with which to buy clothes for the 
children. He said: Buy the material and make 
them.“ He would not give complainant any 
more than $ at any one time. Complainant 
bought material for chfldren’s clothes and sewed. 
In one year, while Nousekeeping, she thus saved 
$300, of which she kept an aceount, in making 
clothes for the family, and then defendant com- 

lained bitterly against her because she did not 

ook after the kitchen, because he found 
swill in the  coal-hods, ashes in the 
stove, and waste-pipes full; and one day, 
finding a hole in a tin pan, he sneeringly and 
bitterly held it before the complainant and said, 
“Look at the result of your sew, sew, sew.“ De- 
fendant demanded that complainant should name 
the least possible sum for which she could sup- 
port the family. Complainantasked him what he 
could allow, declaring she would support the fam- 
ily on that sum, whatever it might be; defendant 
doggedly refused to name any sum, but continued 
to curse the complainant. rom time to time he 
said he would goon afarm in California, where 
she could not li in style, where she would have 
to do without servants, ogee where fashion- 
able clothes would not needed. Pointing to 
some cologne and to some tooth-powder on the 
dressing-table he said: Lou can't have those 
tomfooileries in California.“ Complainant then 
said to him: My father will give me money to 
help me to such things.“ Defendant angrily re- 
plied: No you don't; you shall live within my 
means, and you shan’t have one cent from your 
father.“ 

In defendant's anxiety about the expense of 
the house, and his disgust at complainant, he 
interfered constantly with complainant's man- 
agement, and then bitterly and cruelly abused 
complainant for everything with which he could 
find fault. Complainant was compelled to the 
most rigidand unnecessary economy, entirely at 
variance with her position in life and the posi- 
tion and means of the defendant. Defendant 
would not provide sufficient food for the family; 
he complained about everything; he growled 
about the coffee, but would buy no eggs, and he 


earned the reputation in the neighbor- 
hood of starving the servants. m 
1875 until 1880 complainant did not have 


one cent from defendant to expend upon herself, 
she clothed her children to a at extent with 
cast-off garments obtained from defendant's 
family; and with her own hands mended old 
carpets with which to cover the floors of the 
Harvey cottage. Complainant went without a 
new hat for seven years after she was married, 
and had no clothes but old dresses made over. 
Nothing was ever used in the house but defend- 
ant abused the complainant on the subject. 
Once when complainant's servant borrowed of a 
neighbor a spoonfulof tea defendant was told 
it was a half-pound bag. and he exclaimed to 
complainant: “I will get a divorce, I vow I will, 
‘Your wastefulness is absolutely wicked“; and 
he followed up this language with a * 
of criticisms and abuse of complainant. efend- 
ant forbade the useof coffee in the house at 
noon: constantly ordered complainant to scold 
and criticise the servants, but not to mention his 
name: refused to replace worn-out tubs with new 
ones, saying they might learn to take care of 
them; — at complainant when he found some 
ants in a sugar-barrel; and once took complain- 
ant to the cellar, pointed to a pool of water that 
had accumulated in a corner, and bitterly ex- 
claimed: “Look at that—that is the reason I 
hate you.” Defendant, in his pecuniary mean- 
ness, obtained written recipes for complainant's 
use in cooking, which had been changed from the 
original by substituting water for milk and leav- 
ing out the eggs; and then, when complainant 
failed to produce palatable dishes from such 
recipes, defendant growled and snarled at the 
complainant. 


THE HOUSEHOLD RULES. 


What Was Kequired of Complainant and 
the Servants. 

When the family of complainant and defendant 
had grown so that there were four children and 
servants, defendant forbade complainant to hire 
a cook at a higher salary than 83.50 per week. 
And complainant attempted, through dis- 
appointments and trials, to obey the order, 
being cursed by defendant if she paid 
more for à cook, and cursed if the cook 
was not first-class. Defendant was likewise de- 
sirous that the servants should be constantly 
abused and scolded. He would order, at times, 
complainant to abase and scold a servant, and 
he would stand hidden outside the room door to 
listen and learn if tomplainant carried out his 


order to the letter. Defendant imposed a series 
of rules upon all the servants, and cruel and bit- 
ter were his denunciations of the * 
and abusive were his epithets towa this com- 
plainant, in the presence of her family and in the 
presence of her servants, unless the rules were 
strictly followed out: 

Rule 1. Complainainant should allow no two serv- 
ants to go out together. 

Rule 2. Complainant 
use a kerosene lamp.

5. And complainant further avers that during 
all the time that complainant and defendant 
lived together as man and wife, defendant, by 
persistent abusive language, crushed the spirit 
and purposely and intentionally hurt and wound- 
ed the feelings of complainant, and cruelly and 
inhumaniy taunted, reviled, and insulted her. 
He accused complainant of being unnatural and 
inhuman, He constantly called complainant a 
damned fool in the presence of their children, 
and applied other epithets to her of a much 
worse character. On one occasion, when the 
cook remained out over night, that she might 
stay where she could hold her own babe to her 
dosom in sleep, defendant raved at complainant 
and blamed her, ordering her to make the serv- 
ant come back, calling her a damned fool and 
other opprobrious epithets in so loud a voice that 
he was heard all over the house. He often 
threatened to desert the complainant. In the 
winter of 188 and 18383 complainant and 
defendant kept house in a four-story 
house on Oak street, in the City of 
Chicago, and returned to their home in Lake For- 
estin the spring of 1888. Notwithstanding the 
wealth of the defendant, he compelled complain- 
ant to do the heavy menial labor of packing the 
furniture and goods, both moving into and out of 
the city. Complainant rose in the mornings to 
build the fires, while defendant slept. In the 
house the furnace was not in good order, and 
when complainant, shivering with the cold, spoke 
of the low heat, defendant, with disgust and rage, 
in the presence of their children, called com- 
~~ filthy and obscene terms, too filthy to 

written herein. When preparing to move 
back to Lake Forest in the spring of 18838, com- 
ent ventured to ask defendant if she could 
ave a man to assist in packing the furniture. 
Defendant refused, saying, “Shut up, will you?’ 
Complainant said. Why do you treat me this 
vay b Defendant answered, It is treating you 
well enough to live with you: if it were not for 
the children, I wouldn't here for an hour.” 
Defendant not only insulted and abused com- 
plainant, but he would sometimes employ ser- 
vants of his own choosing and give them special 
instructions to disobey and insult com nant. 

In November, 1878, complainant and defendant 
moved from the Harvey cottage into the house 
built for your complainant by her father. Five 
days afterwards her child Frank was born. 
Just previous to his birth, complainant had two 
servants. a cook and nurse girl. Defendant 
quarreled with the cook, called her vile names, 
and she left. Complainant was confined with 
labor of child-birth, with no one in the 
house but the nurse girl of 13 years. Complain- 
ant sent the nurse girl for a physician and was 
left alone, but when defendant returned to 
the house, he grumbled, and growlea, and com- 

lained of his sufferings, and seemed to think he 

ad them all. When complainant was confined 
with her last child for six days defendant did not 
enter complainant's room or make any inquiry 
of her, whether she was feeling ill or well. He 
did, however. within a day or two after the babe 
Was born, and while complainant was lying very 
sick, rush to the room and rudely demand of 
complainant to be informed whether Montague, 
the next tothe last born, had been taken out. 
and, turning, exclaimed to the maid, ** Why in the 
devil didn't you take Montague out.” All dur- 
ing said confinement and sickness of complain- 
ant defendant was guilty of the most gross neg- 
lect towards her, and used towards her the most 
heartless and cold terms of abuse. 
And complainant shows that she greatly loved 
defendant when she was married to him, but 
such was the cruel and inhuman conduct of de- 
fendant towards complainant, and so coarse, and 
gross, and indecent were his actions, that com- 
plainant was shocked, disgusted, and heart- 

roken, and complainant could not well tolerate 
the coarse and animal demonstrations of defend- 
ant’s false and spasmodic affections. That upon 
one occasion defendant, being about to leave the 
house in the daytime, entered complainant's 
room, the doors of the room being wide open 
and children and servants about the house; that 
this complainant exclaimed at his rudeness and 
indecency, when defendant in cruel anger jammed 
u pillow over the head and face of this complain- 
ant and attempted with violence to smother and 
strangle her. This complainant resisted with all 
her strength, until defendant left, saying, with a 
mock and fiendish smile: “Iam Othello and 
you are Desdemona, only [am not dark enough 
for Othello and you are not fair enough for Des- 
demona!”’ 

6. And complainant further shows that the de- 
fendant cruelly and inhumanly treated her dur- 
ing their married life by making false and inhu- 
man charges against the complainant regarding 
her treatment of her children; worse if possible 
than he was about the details of housekeeping. 
With flaw-seeking eyes, like needle points,“ he 
was ever on the alert to criticise, to sneer at, 
and to curse and abuse the complainant, but 
never once to approve. He laid complainant un- 
dera hundred rules as totreatment ofthe chil- 
dren. He forbade complainant to use any pare- 
goric to relieve the children, even in violent at- 
tacks of colic. He would not permit any open- 
ing of any portion of a window at night, even if 
the children were sick with diphtheria or when 
the heat was intorable and the mercury in the 
thermometer was standing at 80°. If achild 
was then found at nighttime with covers pushed 
off defendant would bitterly denounce and abuse 
the complainant therefor. At one time, when the 
child Montague was sick, and complainant was 
watching wi him at night, she left the room 
momentarily to get a bottle of medicine from an 
adjoining room. Defendant entered the sick 
room while complainant was out on this errand 
and on her return bitterly assaulted her, de- 
mand to know if she meant willful- 
ly to kill the child, and added cruel 
and vile epithets. Defendant over and over 

in, with malicious bitternes¢, acused com- 
plainant of being the cause of the death of their 
son Willie. 

7. And complainant avers that during all the 
time complainant and defendant lived and co- 
habited together defendant was guilty of grossly 
insulting complainant by the use of ‘vile and ob- 
scene language and by vile and obscene conduct. 
He disgusted complainant by oe obscene 
stories and lascivious dreams. e was vulgar in 
his behavior, and declared that women were 
worse than men in knowledge of obscenity; and 
at last, complainant having been 8 ig- 
norant of what was the character of men in gen- 
eral, although she had been the mother of five 
children, the awful truth flashed upon her that 
she had known nothing whatever of the behavior 
of a moderately decent man. 


INTENDED TO DESERT HER. 


Putting His Property Out of His Hands 80 
that None Could Come to Her. 

8. And complainant further shows and charges 
upon her information and belief that for some 
years past the defendant has intended and 
planned to desert the complainant or to perma- 
nently separate from her. That, in pursuance of 
such plan, some time after his father’s death and 
after he had inherited a considerable real prop- 
erty from his father’s estate, to the value, as 
complainant believes, of more than $50,000, the 
defendant, in anticipation of and preparation for 
an abandonment by defendant of this complain- 
ant. induced this complainant to join with him in 
the execution of deeds conveying nearly all the 
real estate of the defendant unto defendant's 


mother. 

And this complainant avers that at the time of 
the execution of said deeds she had no suspicion 
of the real motive of the defendant, but was wiil- 
ing to sign and execute any deeds concerning 

roperty which the defendant might request of 
Sort and complainant charges that the object of 
defendant was to convey all his real property so 
that none of it should be held in his own name, 
so that he could desert the complainant and still 
be left free to conduct his real-estate transac- 
tions without being obliged to apply to complain- 
ant to sign deeds, and so as to cut off all claim 
or rights of this complainant in defendant's prop- 

rty. 

f And complainant avers that,in pursuance of 
such plan, in the fall of 1885, there still remained 
one piece of real property in the City of Chicago, 
the title to an undivided one-half of which still 
remained in the defendant, and that defendant 
caused a deed of his interest in said property to 
be drawn, conveying said property, as this com- 
plainant is informed and believes, to defendant's 
mother. and after said deed had been prepared 
defendant requested complainant to sign her 
name to the said deed, saying that he wanted her 
to do so that he might have things in shape for 
complainant in case anything should happen to 
him. That this complainant signed said deed at 
said request, but did not then understand that 
she was signing away any inchoate right of dow- 
er or any other right to real property; but this 
complainant afterwards learned the true nature 
of said deed as above set forth. 

And complainant further shows that defend- 
ant frequently, during the last year or two 
that complainant and defendant lived to- 
gether, spoke of removing to California, 
and sometimes asked this complain- 
ant it she would remove with him to California; 
but complainant avers that defendant did not 
make such request of complainant in earnest or 
in good faith; that defendant always accom- 
panied such statements and requests on his part 
with words intended by him to disgust complain- 
ant. and to compel complainant to decline his 
proposed invitation; that, when speaking of re- 
moving to California, he would invariably state 
to complainant the bitter hardships she would be 
obliged to encounter if she accepted his invita- 
tion; but when this complainant replied to this, 
that if she should go her father would assist her 
to necessaries and comforts, defendant would re- 

ly that she should live within his means, and 
Induld not have one cent assistance from her 
father; and at the same time defendant would 
say that Ae was going to remove to California. 

And complainant avers that all of the said 

ropositions and offers, and the said bitter fore- 
Codings, were made by the defendant for the sole

TAKING THE CHILDREN TO ARIZONA. 


She Regains Possession of Them—The Trip to 

England— Why She Wants Their Custody. 

9. And complainant further shows the court 
that in the fall of 1885 the defendant secured cer- 
tain employment which would necessitate his 
going to. and remaining for some time in, the 
Village of Tombstone, in the Territory of Arizo- 
na; that defendant went to said Territory and 
entered said employment in the month of Decem- 
ber, 1885; that, previous to going, defendant pro- 
posed to this complainant to take with him for 
an indefinit time two of the small children of 
complainant and defendant—to-wit: Frank, who 
was 8 years old, and Montague, who was 4 years 
old; that complainant opposed defendant's tak- 
ing said children away from her care for so long 
& period of time as defendant would probably be 
gone, complainant fearing also that defendant 
might carry out his threats and further remove 
said children to California and not bring them 
back to complainant; that defendant apparently 
acceded to complainant in the matter, and, as 
complainant understood, consented to leave the 
children under the care of their mother, the com- 
plainant. 

And complainant further shows that, being ab- 
sent from home one day in the month of Decem- 
ber, 1885, complainant returned to the house and 
found that defendant had taken the said two 
children in her absence, and had left the State 
and had gone to Arizona without any knowledge 
on the part of complainant that defendant was 
about to do said act, and without permitting 
complainant to bid her children good-by or the 
children to know that they were being separated 
from their mother. 

And complainant shows that defendant re- 
mained for several monthsin Tombstone with 
the said children, placing them under the care of 
ahired female nurse; that afterwards, in the 
early spring of 1888, defendant left the said em- 
ployment in which he was engaged in Tomb- 
stone, and did, as complainant had feared he 
would, go to California and take said children 
with him to California, and there he left tnem in 
the care of strangers, while defendant went trav- 
eling, and while he again returned to Tombstone, 
either on pleasure or business. 

And complainant avers that she was greatly 
distressed in mind by reason of being deprived of 
her children as aforesaid, and was in great dan- 
ger, as informed by her physicians, and which 
she verily believes, of becoming insane from 
the grief and anguish occasioned by the defend- 
ant’s conduct; that complainant waited until tne 
month of May, 1886, and then complainant went 
to California, found her said two children, and 
brought them back to their home in Chicago; 
that defendant at the time complainant started 
back from California with her children was in 
Tombstone, but that defendant immediately upon 
hearing that 9 was bringing her chil- 
dren back to her home in Chicago started by the 
first train from Tombstone to intercept com- 
plainant, and, as defendant declared to be his 
——— and as complainant verily believes was 

is purpose, to intercept complainant and to pre- 
vent her from bringing her said children back to 
her home in Chicago. 

And complainant avers that upon learning that 
said defendant was in close pursuit of her and 
her said children, with a determination to pre- 
vent her from taking the said children into her 
home again in Chicago and caring for them, and 
fearing that defendant would follow her and kid- 
nap and seize said children and carry them away 
from the complainant and prevent her from 
being in their company and society and caring 
forthem, complainant took all of her four chil- 
dren and went away from the City of Chicago 
about 100 miles, and, having found an excellent 
temporary place for the accommodation and care 
of herself and children and nurse girl, she staid 
there, without the knowledge of defendant, and 
watched after and nursed and took care of her four 
children until the month of August, 1886. 

And complainant avers that during said time 
she caused information to be conveyed to the de- 
fendant and to defendant's friends and attorneys 
that she would, as soonashe might require, re- 
turn to the City of Chicago or to Lake Forest, in 
Lake County, with allof her said children, and 
place them where defendaat could have constant 
access to them, po defendant would give 
assurances that he would not undertake to carry 
away any of the said children by force and take 
them away from the society and the care and the 
nurture of their mother; but complaitiant avers 
that defendant refused to accede to any of such 
8 or suggestions, but unconditionally 

emanded that complainant should return with 
all her children to Chicago. 

And complainant avers that, being greatly dis- 
tressed in mind by the conduct of defendant, and 
fearing that defendant would learn where she 
was, and would seize upon all or a portion of her 
children and carry them away from her and de- 
prive her of their society and deprive them of 
their mother’s care, and after having waited from 
the month of May until the month of August in 
hopes that defendant would consent to agree not 
to commit any such acts of cruelty and violence, 
and being — —— by receiving no promises 
from the defendant and no offers from him ex- 
cept an unconditional offer to permanently di- 
vide the children, allowing him to take two of 
them permanently away from the care and cus- 
tody of their mother and place them under the 
care and custody of strangers, this complainant, 
to avoid the danger to the well-being of her chil- 
dren which the conduct, and acts, and words of 
the defendant threatened, started with her said 
four children to take them for a temporary time 
to England, where she could place those who are 
old enough in proper schools and could person- 
ally look after, nurse, and care for them all, in 
their tender condition of years, until such time 
as defendant would agree not to violently re- 
move any of said children permanently beyond 
the care and society of their motther. 

And complainant avers that when she arrived 
in Europe with her said four children she found 
the defendant there; that defendant had gone to 
England several days before complainant had 
started; that the defendant met the complain- 
ant there, and openly and publicly, in the pres- 
ence of divers persons, railed atand abused her, 
and in violent language accused her of infamous 
conduct. 

And complainant avers that on the day after 
she met defendant in Europe as aforesaid com- 
plainant and defendant entered into an agree- 
ment by which defendant was permitted tempo- 
rarily to take away from the care and custody of 
this complainant two of this complainant's cnil- 
dren, the defendant stipulatingin said agreement 
that he would produce said children in obedience 
to the order of any court in the County of Cook 
and State of Illinois in any legal gegen 
which might thereafter be instituted in which 
the custody of said children would be litigated; 
and complainant avers that John Ferry, the old- 
est of said children, and Montague Ferry, the 
third-born of said children, are nowin the con- 
trol and custody of the said defendant, and that 
defendant intends to remove to the State of Cali- 
fornia with said children, and to permanently de- 
prive this complainant of the care and of tne so- 
ciety of the said children, except as otherwise 
provided in said agreement. 

And your complainant shows that the oldest of 
said children is not of good health, and that all 
of the other three of said children are of young 
and tender years; that said children, for several 
years, need the fostering care of their mother; 
and that no attention of hired nurses for the said 
children can compensate for or take the place of 
a mother’s care during their present and coming 
tender years, 

And complainant avers that defendant, disre- 
garding the welfare of said children and disre- 
garding their true happiness, and with a desire 
to inflict cruelty and hardship upon complain- 
ant, and for the purpose of wounding complain- 
ant’s feelings and of lascerating her in her an- 
guish, proposes and insists upon permanently 
taking away from complainant her said young 
children. 

And complainant avers that the conduct of de- 


fendant towards complainant as regard said chil- 


dren is cruel and inhuman; that defendant has 
no cause whatever to remove said children from 
the care and nurture of their mother; that de- 
fendant is actuated by malice towards this com- 
plainant in his said plans and determinations as 
regards said children; that defendant has not a 
true love for said ehildren in his heart, 

And complainant, avers that defendant appears 
to be fond of being with said children; that he is 
indulgent towards said children, and that he con- 
stantly asserts that he loves said children ana 
will not be separated from them; but complain- 
ant avers that defendant has not real love for 
said childrén in his heart, but that defendant 
looks upon said children as a source of amuse- 
ment for himself, anda means whereby he may 
cruelly torture and outrage the feelings of your 
complainant. 

And your complainant avers that defendant, by 
reason of the premises, is not a@ fit and proper 
person under the circumstances to take the ex- 
clusive care and custody of any of ‘said children, 
but that in equity and good conscience this com- 

lainant ought to be adjudged by the court to 
— the care and custody of all of said four chil- 
dren during their tender years. 


THE PRAYER OF THE PETITIONER 


For a Separation—That She May Have the 
Custody of the Children and Provision 
Made for Their Support. 

10. And complainant avers that when the 
said defendant left the complainant with 
two of complainant's children and went 
to the Territory of Arizona, in December, 1885, he 
intended and he did by said act separate himself

EVIDENCE AGAINST HOKE. 


Admissions of the Peoria Defaulter to 8 
Detective—Attempt to Bribe the Latter. 
MONTREAL, Que., Nov. 29.—[Special.]—There 

was very little done in the Hoke case Satur- 

day. Ely’s cross-examination and reéxamina- 

tion were closed, but no information of im- 

portance was elicited. Joseph Kellert, the 

Montreal detective, was examined today. He 

gave the particulars of the arrest of Hoke, 

and related the substance of some conversa- 
tions be had with him after he became his 
prisoner. Hoke, it appeared, was anxious to 
know what constituted forgery in Canada, and 
appeared reassured by such information as the 
detective gave him. Kellert swore that Hoke 
asked him how much he expected to get trom 
the bank tor his capture, and wnen he (the de- 
tective) said $400 or $500 Hoke gave him 
to understand t if be fixed matters for him 
be would give Bim twice as much. Kellert in 
reply told him he was too late to talk to him in 
that way, that the warrant had been issued, 
and that he would have to produce bim, but 
that he would treat him as well as he knew 
bow while he was with bim. Hoke’s counsel 
of course objected to these revelations, and 
examined the witness sharply as to whether 
the prisoner was unfairly deait with by the 
detective and obta ned the information by 
making Hoke some promise or offering bim 
some inducement, but it appeared that the 
accused was spontaneously effusive and con- 
fidential. He explained to his custodian 
what be bad done, that be had filled up 
drafts that bad already been signed br the 
cashier, and went on to explain that the 
cashier was in the habit of signing several of 
these draits daily and ieaving them lying 
around for the convenience of the teller; that 
he was bookkeeper in the bank and had the 
run of the place, and used to take these drafts 
ana fill them out witb amounts that suited his 
own purposes. Hose added tnat be bad a good 
mind to go back to the United States, as the 
cashier of the bank and others had been tell- 
ing lies about bim: they were saying that he 
had stolen $180,000 when he had got away with 
only $172,000. Hoke also wished his new 
friend, the detective, to try to keep the name 

George Hanna that he had assumed while in 

Montreal out of the newspapers, as he 

had partly made arrangements with a 

firm in Monteeal to go into business, and 

if the Peoria bank authorities would consent 
to allow him to goon in the business he was 
about to enter he would in fifteen or twenty 
years pay them back all that be had taken 
from them. The detective swore that he was 
not now employed on the case, and that he 
would gain nothing if Hoke was extradited, 
‘When the detective’s cross-examination was 
completed the counsel for the prosecution put 
in evidence the depositions of J. B. Smith, 
cashier of the Merchants’ National Bank, 

Peoria; F. G. Minor, teller; G. T. Hardin, ex- 

change clerk; and George I. Brown, in whose 

favor some of the drafts were drawn. Hoke’s 
counsel strongly objected to their being ac- 
cepted, ard the Judge took time to deliberate. 

He will give his decision on the point tomor- 

row. 


LABOR AND TARIFF QUESTIONS. 


Congressman Ralph Flumb on These Two 
Vital Points. 

Congressman Ralph Piumb of Streator ar- 
rived at the Sherman House yesterday. He 
will not go to Washington until the latter part 
of che week. IL think,” he said last night, 
“that it will be impossible to protect Amer 
can laborers if we continue the present eys- 
tem of allowing cheap foreign iabor to come 
in and compete with them just when we have 


brought them to an advantageous condition. 
While all foreigners who are respectable and 
well-to-do should be welcomed, we should not 
allow a class to come in who will caeapen our 
labor. Through long years of oppression 
they have grown to hate government, and 
they bring those ideas with them. They 
menuce our institutions. Just how their com- 
ing is to be stopped I have not tully formed 
my opinions, but think I shall present some 
measure on the subject to Congress.“ 

* Will anything be done on the tariff at this 
session?”’ 

This 1s a short session and the tariff is a 
long subject. Ido not think anythimg can be 
done with it. Whether the Republicans will 
feel disposed to let the Democrats tamper with 
the guestion I cannot say. At the last session 
the feeling was that all changes and reductions 
should be made by the friends of pro- 
tection and not its enemies. Possibly, 
bowever, the recent elections have caused 
such modifications in the views of Carlisle and 
Morrison that they may be aliowed to do some- 
thing. There are some articies vn which the 
tariff! may be reduced or abolished altogether. 
Where an article has been so protected that it 
can now be made and sold cheaper than before 
the tariff was put on, there is no use for the 
continuance of a protective duty, and there is 
no reason for aduty on raw materiais that 


are not produced in this country. Then there 
are changes that might be made in 
the ad ministrauon of the tariff iaws. 
Some of them would have been 


made at the last session if Morrison had per- 
mitted the consideration of the Hewitt bill. 
He was afraid to let the bill come up because 
the Republicans would bave helped to push 
it. He wants to tear the tariff all to pieces, 
and does not want any of the conditions that 
are favorable to that sort of action removed 
for fear it would weaken his power. There 
can be no tariff on an unchanging basis. if I 
had my way I would turn the question over to 
the consideration of sound bDusiness-men—a 
body like the Tariff Commission—and let them 


recommend the reductions deemed neces- 
sary.”

The Telegraph Litigation. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 29.—The lawyers 
representing the various interests in the lit!

Damages Against the Western Union. 

Mempais, Tenn., Nov. 29.—The United States 
Circuit Court decided today a case against the 
Western Union Telegraph Company of interest 
to the public.

How THEY PLAYED HIGH JINKS IN 


ROCK WOOD’S GROCERY. 


Cleaning Out a Safe and Then Making 3 
Nice Little Supper Out of Dainties in 
Stock—A Case for Capt. Schaack’s Of- 
ficers—Richard T. Wallace Captures a 
Burglar in His Jewelry Store on West 
Madison Street—Other Depredations. 

During Sunday night burgiars entered tus 
grocery store of Rockwood Bros., at the south- 
west corner of Clark and Indiana streets. Eu- 
trance was gained through a small window on 
the north side of the building, von is fully ten 
feet trom the ground. This window faces on 

Indiaua street and is about forty feet from 

Clark street, or nearly in the centre of the 

building, To enter this window it became nec 

essary to have something to stand on, and the 
thieves brought boxes and barrels, which 
served their purpose. The window is not used, 
and, being boarded up on the inside, shelving 
in the grocery is placed across it. The boards 
were pried off on the inside of the window, and 


in crawiing through between the shelves 
scores of bottles and packages were 
thrown to the floor. The job must 


have been done after midnignt to have been 
accomplished successfully, as bright electric 
lights burn in that vicinity before that time. 
The noise oceasioned by the articles falling 
from the shelves must have been sufficient to 
wake up Capt. Schaacn’s guardiana, but it 
seems that they slept too soundiy. In the 
store was a small Hall safe, and of this the 
cracksmen made short work. Witb a sledge 
they broke off the knob upon the outside, and 
with a steel punch drove back the combination 
and the door flew open. They took from one 
of the inside wooden drawers $75, which was 
all the cash they appropriated. Above the 
wooden drawers in an apartment fastened with 
a small iron door was a large sum of money. 
This the thieves failed to get, although 
they tried every possibie plan to reach it with- 
out using drills. When they rested from 
their labors we chose the choicest brands 
of salmon and shrimps from the stock upon 
the shelves of the grocery, and with crackers 
and cheese to complete the bill of fare used 
tne bookkeeper's desk fora table, and enjoyed 
the best lunch the house afforded. In making 
their exit some stray watchman near the 
building became too inquisitive and one of 
the cracksmen fired a shot at him which 
struck au iron shutter and gianced through 
a rear window of the grocery. An outside 
confederate must have been employed to re- 
move the boxes on which the thieves mount- 
ed to gain entrance, so the attenuon of pas- 
sers-by migut not be attracted. The job was 
undoubtedly the work of professional cracks- 
men, although it was done in a careless man- 
ner. Capt. Schaack can now have an oppor- 
tunity to show his ability. 

Simultaneously with the discovery of this 
burgiary Daniel J. Rock, a basement plumber 
at No. 86 North Clark street, a haif-block south 
of Rockwood Bros., found that his place haa 
also been ruided. A pane of glass had been 
removed, a boy had passed through, and ad- 
mittauce through the door had been given to 
a crowd large enough to carry away 200 pounds 
Or solder and a number of toois. It is believed 
by the police that these thieves were the same 
who entered Rockwood Bros.’ 


ON WEST MADISON STREET. 


Jeweler Wallace Captures a Burglar—Nu- 
merous Depredations. 

Sunday evening between 10 and 11 o’clock® the 
jewelry-shop of Richard T. Wallace at No. 361 
Madison street was the scene of an attempted 
burglary. The rear door was broken open and 
entrance gained to the sleeping-room of Mr. 
Wallace. His trunk and dressing-case were 
ransacked, but nothing but a revolver taken. 
Passing into the rooms in front the thieves 
turned tneir attention to the safe, in which 
were $3,000 and a quantity of jewelry. They 
knocked off the combination, smashed the 
hinges, and battered vainly at the door. At 11 
o’clock Mr. Wallace returned from the theatre. 
Entering from the rear he found the doors 
oven and rushed at once into the shop. One 
man dashed by bim in the darkness, and as 
the second attempted to foliow the jeweler 
seized him and, after a sharp struggle. suc- 
ceeded in securing him. The fellow was 


sent to the Desplames Street Station, 
where he is now locked up. He 
proved to be Chris Starr, who is said 


to be a wortbless fellow, more fool than knave. 
He lives in the neighborhood, and it is sup- 
posed that he and his companion were aware 
ot the unusually large sum Mr. Wallace had in 
his sate and determined at sbort notice on the 
burglary. The work was evidently done by 
novices, who bad neither skill nor tools. 

For the last few months this part of the city 
has been been infested by a daring band of 
thieves and the attempted robberies have been 
very numerous. Mr. Wallace was burglarized 


not long ago: his windows were broken 
and a quantity of jewelry taken. 
This occurred on a Sunday afternoon 


between 4 and 5 o'clock. Ryan, the tailor, a 
few houses below, suffered in the same way. 
The millinery-shop at No. 366 Madison street 
was robbed: Brooks & Co., plumbers, at the 
corner of Madison and Elizabeth streets, were 
robbed of a quantity of stuff; the store of E. 
H. McDonald & Co., butchers, No. 466 Van 
Buren street, was broken into and the till 
emptied. Phillips’ butcher-shop on Desplaines 
street was the scene of an attempted safe- 
biowimg. 

These are a few cases that a TRIBUNE report- 
er discovered in ashort inquiry. In none of 
these instances was a large amount of proper- 
ty taken, but in the aggregate it would make 
atidy little sum. These burgiaries were ail 
reported to the police and by them suppressed. 
Noextra vigilance has been exercised on the 
part of the police, and the shopkeepers feel 
that some steps sbould be taken to insure them 
more adequate protection.

CLEAN OUT THE COUNTY GANG. 

It is greatly to be feared that the McCar- 
thy - Geils - McClaughrey - Casselman- Kiehm 
combination will reorganize the County 
Board by electing Kiehm Chairman and by 
appoi nting committees in the interest of the 
ring contractors and of extravagance. One 
of the holdover Republicans; who was re- 
lied on to vote for Mr. Nelson, announces 
his intention to vote for Rlehm, and Com- 
missioner Fortune has, it is said, been forced 
to promise to support the Jefferson states- 
man by the Mike McDonald Democrats, the 
Democratic county officers, and the con- 
tractors. 

lt is probable, therefore, that very little 
improvement can be hoped for in the man- 
agement of county affairs during the next 
six months. The old employés will be re- 
tained, the old ring contractors will be pat- 
ronized, and the old system of extravagance, 
waste, and jobbery will be continued. The 
only thing, therefore, that can be done is to 
abolish the board as at present constituted 
and reconstruct it by providing for the elec- 
tion of an entirely new board at the earliest 
possible date, say next April. 

The first bill that ‘should be introduced in 
the Legislature is one providing for the elec- 
tion of fifteen new County Commissioners— 
live from the country towns and ten from the 
city—every year, beginning next April at the 
time of the municipal elections. If the Con- 
stitution permits it would be best to elect the 
whole fifteen on a general ticket to be voted 
for throughout the entire county. But as 
there are some doubts as to the constitution- 
ality of that course, ten Commissioners can be 
elected on a general city ticket and five elect- 
edon a general country town ticket each 
spring. This will prevent the possibility of 
perpetuating rings and plundering combina- 
tions, and will expel Mike McDonaldism from 
the board. It will have the effect of break- 
ing up any boodle schemes that may be 
formed before they can do much injury. It 
will put the Commissioners on their good 
behavior, and in that way insure to Cook 
County a fairly economical and honest ad- 
ministration. 

The bill ought to be passed with the emer- 
gency clause, so that the new board may be 
elected next April, thus legislating the pres- 
ent copartners of Mike out of office at the 
earliest possible date. By providing for the 
election in April some $40,000 will be saved 
to the county in election expenses every 
other year, and the people will in addition 
be saved an infinit amount of bother and 
trouble. There are no other officials to elect 
next fall except five County Commissioners, 


Mayor, Aldermen, and town officers are 
elected, the whole bother and expense of 
holding a county election next November 
will be savec. The County Commussioners 
are as much local officers as Aldermen, 
Assessors, Collectors, Supervisors, and 
Clerks, and the time of their election should 
manifestly not be mixed up with that of 
President, Governor, Congressmen, and leg- 
islators.

THE “WANT” PROBLEM. 

While we heartily concur in all that the 
Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones uttered in his ser- 
mon last Sunday, which had for its theme 
the want advertisements ot Tur CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE, it may be of some interest to take 
up his discourse where it leaves off and 
carry it on a littie further. In substance, he 
affirms that there are more wanting work 
than there is work wanting them; that they 
are standing in the market-place, but no 
one comes to hire them,” and that all this is 
disheartening and ought to be relieved. 

The provision of such relief and the devis- 
ing of such a plan as is suggested are the 
despair of the situation. In the United States 
we have to provide employment not only for 
our own increasing people and subsistence 
for the overplus of our own unemployed, but 
also for the overplus of Europe. We have 
to relieve Great Britain, Ireland, Germany, 
Canada, Austria, Scandinavia, France, Italy, 
Poland, Bohemia, and Hungary, to some ex- 
tent, of the population which they cannot 
support, Every year we are receiving haifa 
million of their surplus people and adding 
them to our own poor, large numbers of 
whom cannot find steady employment, and 
have to be supported in a country with 
about one-sixth the population of Europe, 
whence they come. To our own overplas of 
poor, weak, aged, infirm, shiftless, and un- 
skilled people we add half a million more 
every year, a large number of whom are 
poor, penniless, shiftiess, infirm, unskilled, 
and ignorant men from the country, or dis- 
contented, embittered, and sometimes vicious 
and malicious workers from the cities, who 
either want to live without work, or who 
have been inflamed against employers and 
taught to consider them as natural enemies 
by Socialistic agitators, when, were it not 
for capital, thousands of them would either 
have to migrate or starve. 

How to provide for this vast annual infiux 
into our cities may well stagger the boldest 
philanthropist. Suppose that in Chicago, 
for instance, some new industries were to be 
started this season, or some existing ones 
were to be enlarged, which would require a 
new population of 100,000, representing 20,- 
000 families, for carrying them on, and that 
there were enough idle people here to fill the 
places, what would be the result? The mo- 
ment it was announced that that many more 
hands could find employment—for the knowl- 
edge of the fact could not be confined to Chi- 
cago—thousands of people here would send 
word to their friends and relatives aH over 
the civilized world to come to Chicago as 
quick as possible and get work and good 
wages. ‘The new-comers would pour in here 
in regiments and crowds, and in a few weeks 
there would be another hundred thousand 
people here, for whom, of course, there 
would be no work, and yet they would ex- 
pect it, and would have to be cared for in 


some way to keep them from starving. This 


is the way it always happens, Wher- 
ever there is a demand for work 
and an offer of good wages there 
isarush from the outside, with the result 
that those cities and places are always over- 
supplied with people seeking situations, This 


is the case even in huge London, where four 


Sugar and the Tariff. 

“From whatever point it is viewed,” exclaims 
THE TRIBUNE, “the sugar tariff is a monstros- 
ite.“ 

But the fact is that sugar is cheaper now than 
it ever was before in this country, notwithstand- 
ing the monstrosity duty on the imported 
article. Sugar can be bought in all the principal 
cities of the United States at the rate of eight 
een pounds for a dollar, of good granulated qual- 
ity, and the inferior grades are still cheaper. The 
tariff-protection to the sugar industry oes not 
seem to have increased the price, and is a fefu- 
tation of the free-trade assertion that the tariff 
always addls so much to the price of an article. 

Tun TRIBUNE insists thut fully 80 per cent of 
the present price of sugar is the embargo laid 
upon the consumer on account of the protective 
feature of the tariff. Why didn't THe TRIBUNE 
make it 100 per cent, and then we could get our 
sugar for nothing as soon as the duty should be 
taken offf—HXrening Journal. 

Very evidently our venerable contemporary 
doesn’t know what it is talking about. First, we 
will say for its informahon that the duty on 
sugar is specific and notad valorem. If the 
Journal doesn’t know the difference in the mean- 
ing of those terms we will enlighten it by ex- 
plaining that *“‘ specific”’’ in the case of im- 
ported sugar meansafixedsum per pound 
regardiess of the foreign cost of the article, 
and that ad valorem means acertain per cent 
of tax on the foreign value. Now, the impor- 
tation of crude sugar for the year ending June 
30, 1885, amounted to 2,578,993,335 pounds. The 
foreign value was $69,078,857. The tax levied 
ranged from 1 4-10 to 38% cents per pound, ac- 
cording to grade. The revenue derived from 


the tax aggregated $50,885,916, which equals 


{33.66 per cent on the cost of the imported sugar. 


Since that time the price of sugar has de- 
clined and the specific tax collected this year 
will not be much less than 80 per cent of the 
value of the imported sugar. In England, 
where sugar is placed on the free list, the re- 
tail price of good granulated grades is three 
to three and one-half cents less than the price 
to consumers in this country, and if our 
enormous ana unnecessary tariff tax on sugar 
(for the Treasury doesn’t need it) were taken 
off, loat and family sugar would retail to the 
people taree tofourcents a pound cheaper 
than the present prices, whether the same be 
high or low as compared with former years. 
Now, will our e. e. explain what other duty-pay- 
ing articles it would prefer to see the tax re- 
moved from that will leave in the pockets of 
the people fifty-odd millions of taxes now be- 
ing abstracted from them and which the Govy- 
ernment has no use for? Take your time and 
think it over, dear neighbor, and then give us 
an answer to the question. 


Ir is quite evident already that the boodle 
Aldermen are determined to utilize every day 
that is left of the present Mayor’s de facto 
term.

But the *boodlers,’’ it appears, 
are personally interested in the project. Some 
of them are reported to have stock in the 
Harrison-Weeks road, which was probably 
given to them for nothing—though rumor bas 
it that they paid 12 per cent for it. If the 
Adams street franchise is granted this stock 
wili sell at par. The interest of the boodlers 
in the scheme then becomes manifest. It will 
require all the efforts of the property-owners 
to prevent the project from being forced 
through,

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 29.—[Special.|— 
“Bishop” Oberly is disturbed at the charge 
of treachery towards Frank Hoyne in the Ap- 
praisersbip fight, and with some reason. The 
only candidate he indorsed for the position 
was Gen. Lieb. The history of Hoffmann’s 
appointment is, in brief, this: He bad been 
highly recommended by some of the Presi- 
dent’s most trusted Chicago advisers for the 
District Attorneyship.

The hearty indorsement of Hoffmann for the 
law office impressed the President that he 
possessed the executive ability and the experi- 
ence which in time would enable bim to be 
come a first-class Appraiser, though none of the 
Illinois politicians who afterward claimed the 
credit of the appointment had suggested him 
tor that office. As far as known the opinions 
of just three lilinoisians were asked. These 
were Auditor Day, Civil-Service Commissioner 
Oberly, and Pension-Commissioner Black. And 
ull the President wanted to know of them was 
whether in their viewothe choice of Hoffmann 
would not be a good one under the circum- 
stances which had made it impossible to get a 
business-man, They all agreed that it would, 
At this time the pressure for Mr. Ham's re 
moval was quite strong. It came chiefly from 
the friends ot Frank Hoyne, who thought the 
idea of filling the place with a German bad 
been given up. The first day after Collector 
Seeberger’s arrival in Washington he was uns- 
ble to see either the President or Col, Lamont 
because of a protracted Cabinet meet- 
ing. He lett in the evening ‘for New 
York, apparentiy thinking it would be 
time enough for an interview on his return. 
But the next day the appointment of Hoffmann 
was announced. The people about the White 
House who were supposed to know the Presi- 
dent’s intentions bad not looked for action 
till the following day. Their expianation was 
that the President had fully made up bis mind 
to appoint Hoffmann, and when he beard of 
Collector Seeberger's presence in the interest 
of Hoyne concluded to end the wmatter 
promptly. It was looked upon as a good joke 
on Hoyne’s backers that their activity in 
getting Ham removed had resulted in Hoff- 
mann’s appointment, It will also be heard with 
interest that the warm support given Hoffmann 
tor District Attorney by Hoyne’s Iroquois 
triends first suggested to tne President bis 
fitness for tne Apprulsership. 

The Supreme Court Judges. 

Chief-Justice Waite of the Supreme Court 
was 70 years oid today. This bas brougut to 
mind that there are now four members on the 
bench who are eligible to retirement. They 
are the Chief Justice and Justices Field, 
Miller, and Bradley. Ailof them are hale and 
hearty and show no signs of giving up their 
positions and enjoying for the remainder of 
their lives the vension provided. Justice 
Woods, wo, because of his ill-health, will not 
sit with his eoliengues this winter, would 
probably be glad to retire, but he has not been 
on the denoch jong enough nor reached the age 
required to secure a pension. His private 
means are said not to be ample, so that he 
will not retire at present. It seems 
reasonably certain, bowever, that before tue 
end of his term President Cleveland will have 
one or two vacancies to fill. The common un- 
derstanding is that Secretary of State Bayard 
is to have the firstone. It has been said that 
be looks upon the Supreme bench as the place 
to forget his disappointed poljtical ambition. 
But as several of the Justices Rave been Pres- 
idential possibilities there is no reason to sup- 
pose Gayard would lose tis itch after the lapse 
of time bad softened his failure at the head of 
the State Department. A second vacancy, in 
view of J. Randoiph Tucker’s friends, would 
be filied by bis appointment. He retires from 
the Chairmanship of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee and from public life with the death of 
the present Congress. 

The Omaha Post-Ofiice. 


The Democrats of Eastern Nebraska profess 
to ve greatly incensed at the Republican Post- 
master at Omaha. Charles K. Coutant is the 
Postmaster, and bis term expires Dec. 20, 1887. 
He has been allowed to continue in office be- 
cause of the fight between the Morton and 
Miller factions as to which should same his 
successor. His suspension is, however, said 
to be commg. Under civil-service rules, if the 
office were a classified one, most of the em- 
ployés could not be easily kicked out by a 
new Postmaster.

The 
Omaha office bas never been placed on the list 
of classified offices, because it is only recently 
that the number of employés has approached 
the requisit figure. Postmaster Coutant has 
applied to the C.vil-Service Commission to 
have it so classified, ana is trying hard to make 
up the due allotment. The rolis in the Post- 
Office Department account for twenty-two 
clerks, including a janitor, and tweaty-four 
letter-carriers.

A BLATANT SOCIALISTIC DEMAGOG. 

Albert Currlin, ex-baker to Queen Victo- 
ria, ex-agitator of St. Louis, and now editor 
of the Arbeiter-Zeitung, German organ of 
the Chieago Reds,“ was the principal 
speaker at the Socialistic gathering at West 
Twelfth Street Turner-Hall last Sunday.

It filled him with indignation that it was 
contemplated to hang seven men because 
their hearts were great, noble, and full of 
sympathy for humanity.“ The men to whom 
he referred are Spies, Lingg, Parsons, and 
their fellow-prisoners, Those fellows showed 
their sympathy for humanity by preaching 
murder, assasination, incendiarism, the nse 
of the torch, the dagger, and the dynamite 
bomb. What sympathy have they evinced 
for the widows and orphans of the eight po- 
licemen killed at their instigation? When 
have they once expressed sorrow for the ter- 
rible sufferings, the agony of torture, which 
the fifty-nine wounded officers passed 
through? Will Currlin, who has been 
described as Herr Most’s most active 
agent in St. Louis,” answer? 

This editor, who through the columns of 
his wretched sheet, the Arbeiter-Zeitung. 
daily misleads thousands of German work- 
ingmen by willfully lying to them about 
employers and the character of American 
institutions, has the hardihood to speak of 
the American press as being actuated “ by 
motives springing from ignorance, prejudice, 
or self-interest.” The sin of the American 
press in the eyes of this blatant Anarchist is 
that it has tried to warn well-meaning work- 
ingmen against the pernicious, leveling, de- 
grading, incendiary, and murderous teachings 
of himself and his fellows. The American 
press has pointed out how those fellows live 
by agitation alone; that to put into practice 
the doctrines which they preach would 
amount to pillage and slaughter; that to 


adopt the Socialism which they would estab-

Soelalism has no remedy for such a state 
of things, for Socialism would take away 
every incentive to work by confiscating every- 
thing an industrious man earned beyond his 
own bare existence and dividing it among the 
lazy, the thriftless, and the shiftless. They 
would get just as much as the industrious. 
Consequently there would be no inducement 
to do anything more than weuld support 
life, and people would gradually be leveled 
down into one sodden mass of dough. 

While we agree with all that Brother

THE FIELD OF POLITICS. 


A Bitter County-Seat Struggle. 

BLOOMFIELD, Ind., Nov. 29.—|Speciai.}— 
Probably the bitterest local political and 
county-seat struggle ever waged in Indiana 
was that just closed in this (Greene) county. 
Nearly all of the county officers were Repub- 
hean. The county was Republican by 300 
majority. A bitter fight has been waging be- 
tween Worthington and Bioomfieid—the two 
leading towns of the county—fora long time. 
Each wanted the county seat. A year or so 
ago the Commissioners contracted for the build- 
ing of a new court-house at Bloomfield. This 
act fired the hearts of the Worthington inhab- 


| itants withenvy and malice. The only thing 


remaining for the court-house disputants to ao 
was to show their digpleasure at the polls. 
E.ection-day Democratic schemers sprung the 
odious question on the entire Repubiican 
ticket. Most of the ticket was composed of 
ola officers holding office in the new building. 
Everything bitter and sensational was said 
about the Republican ticket, and the result 
was the Democrats won the day with the ex- 
ception of one or two. Neison M. Quillen, the 
defeated Sheriff, could not bear the biow. 
Immediateiy after election be sickened and 
died from the crushing, overwheiming, and 
bumiliatifig defeat that he bad suffered. The 
bitterness has not yet died out.

Jansen’s Mental Condition—His Wife Dying. 
Henry Jansen is stlil confined in one of the 
insane wards at the County Jail, and no ap- 
parent change in bis condition bas taken place. 
Dr. Biutbardt is stall undecided as to whether 
the man is feigning insanity or not. The dif- 
culty in the case arises from the fact that 
Jansen bas not recovered trom the exposure 
to the cold of Friday morning. when he walked 
all the way from the corner of Wells and Oak 
streets to the Lake-Front in bis night-shirt. 

Mrs. Jansen is slowly approaching death. 
The wound in the breastis suppurating and 
the lung cavity is ing up with pus and 
blood. Dr. Henrotin reopened the wound 
Sunday night to remove this dangerous accre- 
tion, and the suffering woman was given some 
reliet. 

Capt. Scbaack said last night: ‘** The insan- 
ity idea is an old one with Jansen. A year ago 
last July he bad his wife arrested and confined 
in the insane department of the County Jail on 
a pbysician’s certificate of insanity. Dr. 
Blutbardt examined her and pronounced her 
perfectiy sane and she. was released. I am go- 
ing to see him tomorrow, and will probably 
bring him before Justice Kersten and have him 
formally committed. He is not keeping up the 
insanity dodge as well as he did at first. He 
did without food for one day, but when it was 
brought to bim yesterday be at first refused to 
notice it, butas soon as the attendant left the 
dell he cautiously sat up and the meal was de- 
voured with relish.“ 


Slaughtering Diseased Cattle. 

The work ot slaugbtering diseased cattle 
under the direction of the Live-Stock Commis- 
sion is being vigorously pushed. About 300 
head were slaughtered in Bridgeport Sunday, 
about 200 head yesterday, and it is expected 
that not less than 200 head will be siaugbtered 
today. Thie will leave about 4.000 head yet to 
be slaughtered. It is the intention to pusb the 
work as rapidly as possible and crowd the ca+ 
pacity of the slaughter-bouse to the limit un- 
tii all the affected cattie have been disposed 
of. Some of the slaughtered cattie are cre- 
mated, but the Commissioners wouid not say 
what was done with cattie not cremated. 
They also said the greatest possibie care was 
exercised in driving the affected animals 
through the streets and that no other cattie 
were allowed to come in contact with them.

Trial of Fifty Moonlighters.

Upon their arrival at the 
railway stations in Cork the alleged moon- 
lighters’’ reccived a welcome trom the great 
crowd that bad assembled there. Commoner 
O'Connor called for cheers for the prisoners, 
and they were given with a will. 


The Irish Ready to Revenge Themselves. 

Commoner Redmond, speaking in Dublin 
tonight, said that if one hair of Dillon's or 
O’Brien’s bead was injured the Irish people 
would know how to avenge themselves for the 


outrage. 
Troublous Times Ahead. 

In an interview today Mr. O'Brien said he 
was of the opinion that the executive wonld 
defeat themselves in trying to stem we ide 
of opinion in favor of a reduction of rents, 
even Gen. Buller having declared in favor of 
produce rent. The Government, he said, were 
piaying the game of bankrupt landlords whose 
estates were so deeply mortgaged that 
it was impossible for them to meet their en- 
gage ments unless they exacted full rents. He 
feared the Government's action would lead to 
troubious times, but he was confident that the 
English people would see the justice of the 
claims of the [Irish peasantry, and that the re- 
pressive policy would speedily produce a 
revulsion of teeling in Engiand against the 
authors of that policy. 

Prevented a Meeting. 

The polioe of Cork prevented the holding of 
a meeting called for this evening to protest 
against jury-packing. 


Gladstone Outlines His Program, 

Lonpon, Nov. 29.—Mr. Gladstone declines 
every request to speak until Parliament reas- 
sembles. He has sent letters to several of his 
late colleagues stating his program for the 
coming session. He approves an immediate 
challenge to the Government to state its Irish 
policy in the debate upon the address, al- 
though he expects that the Unionists will main- 
tain their adbesion to the Government. After- 
wards he will assist in an effective settlement 
of the procedure question. 

Mr. Gladstone, in repiying to a letter from 
Mr. Parker, asking whether the Church es- 
tablishment does not now depend upon its 
usefulness for its duration, expresses the 
opinion that the establishment should not be 
continued unless it prove useful in maintain- 
ing the nigher life of the nation. 

The Meeting of Parliament. 

The Standard opposes the éariy summoning 
of Parliament for the purpose of discussing 
changes in the rules of procedure. it says 
the discussion would occupy almost the whole 
of the session, and declares that there are 
many measures awaiting action which deserve 
precedence and against which no obstruction 
is likely to be practiced, “ Under the circum- 
stances,” the Standard says, to cali Pariia- 
ment a month earlier than usual and appro 
priate the private members’ days at the be- 
gioning of the session would be an act of un- 
precedented rigor and of more than doubtful 
generalship.“

Mistakes would be made, but 
not gré@ter mistakes than the British Par- 
liament had made.

Itis possible that Parliament will be com- 
pelled to depart from contemplated arrange- 
ments respecting Ireland. We do not despair of 
the success of the ordinary law. yet it would be 
foolish to deny that a failure is possible. If so, 
Parliament must consider measures that will 
enable it to protect life and property in Ireland. 

Allowed Too Much Headway. 

Tne Times says the anti-rent campaign in 
Ireland has been too long allowed headway. 
The Government will not be able to defeat it 
merely by disarming its astute autbors and 
violent advocates; but they can insure victory 
over the movement by steadily carrying out 
the decrees of the courts. 

Reforms Promised. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Chief Secretary for’ 
Ireland, is formulating a scheme for the re- 
form of Irisb administration. He has offered 
the post of Under Secretary to Gen. Buller as 
a provisional expedient, and the latter bas ac- 
cepted. Hicks-Beach has held a conference 
with the Magistrates from all parts of tne 
South and West of Ireland.

Trevelyan Refuses to Contest Brighton. 

Loxpox, Nov. 28.—Sir George Otto Trevel- 
yan’s refusal to contest Brighton puts an end 
to a very promising attempt to create a diffi- 
culty between the Liberal Unionists and the 


Government. Had Sir George appeared in 
opposition to the Conservative candidate, some 
very interesting results might have followed. 
It is pretty certain bis candidature would have 
failed, but the Conservatives would have 
been vastiy irritated at the disturbance of 
the compact which was begun and carried out 
at the last election. The London Conservative 
press threatened prompt reprisals. The Giobe 
deciared that the un!on of the Unionists would 
be immediately at an end.

The 
Liberal Marquis responded by telegraphing to 
Sir George at Rome practically probibiting his 
candidature. Of course these tactics are open 
to repetition, and more know.ng politicians de- 
clare that the Conservatives should arrange to 
find seats for Mr. Goscben and Sir George

other of the Unionists who failed ut the last 
election would not give the same handle to the 
Gladstonians for such intrigue.

Zankoff, it was decidea that a new rebellion 
should be attempted in Bulgaria. The meet- 
ing was held at the Hotel Kiradiazi and was 
participated in by M. Scbakotkine. Among 
the Zankoffites present were M. Benderoff, 
Grueff, and other officers who bad been dis- 
missed from me Bulgarian service because of 
their connection with the recent uprising. M. 
Schakotkine promised that the Russian Consul 
at Bucharest would afford the plotters protec 
tion in the event of the failure of their under- 
taking.

HE HAD A MANIA FOR GAMBLING. 


Finally, Being Completely Stripped, He 
Shot Himself Through the Head. 

William Scharfenberg, a grocer at No. 2410 
Wentworth avenue, put a pisto! to his head in 
a room at the Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday 
afternoon and blew his brains out. Thanks- 
giving-Day Scharfenberg and his wife left their 
little home for a jaunt in the big part of the 
city. After seeing the sights he told his wife 
to go home and he would rejoin her there in 
three hours. That nigbt be was on the North 
Side with his brother-in-law, referred to in his 
note to his wife as Dick,“ and indulged in 
several games of, 68.“ Returning to the 
South Side about 10 o'clock at night bis 
brother-in-law left him at Clark and Lake 
streets and went nome. Scharfenberg then 
went to The Store.“ a gambling-house at No. 
176 Clark street, where it is said he lost about 
$500, all he bad, at faro; then he borrowed 
$100, which he also lost. Feeling certain that 
ne would win the next time he borrowed, it is 
claimed, $200 from a gambler named Perry, 
said to be the manager of the faro lay-out at 
the and, losing that, Perry lent bim $20. 
This be did not gamole away, but meeting some 
friends spent a pieasant time with them. 

He did not go home that night, nor did he 
return home again. Saturday be took Room 
No. 226 at the Grand Paci and wrote a letter 
to his wife. Yesterday morning about 11 
o'clock be removed his boots, coat, and vest 
and threw them in a corner; then, standing in 
front of the mirror, he biew out his brains 
with a 82-calibre *‘bulidog’’ revolver. When 
found a bottie, the revolver, and a box of 
morphine were iying on the floor beside bim. 
He lett the following letter to his wife: 

Dear Frieda: I was with Dick at 66,“ and 
when we were going home Dick said to me, 
“When are you going home?” “Iam going in a 
few moments,“ I replied. Dick said he did not 
believe me. I then walked away from there and 
thought the matterover. Shortly afterward: I 
wentinto a bling-house, where I lost $270 at 
cards. I then borrowed $100 from the keeper, giv- 
ing my note, payable Jan. 15, 1887. This I lost; 
also $00 more I borrowed (note payable Feb. 1. 
1887). I don't believe you will have to pay these 
if you don’t want to. They are payable to a man 
named Perry. I received notning for them but 
chips, and lost them very soon. I also borrowed 
$20 in cash, and gave my note, and this you will 
have to pay. Good-by, dear wife; I have always 
been your true husband. 

WILLIAM SCHARFENBERG. 

Mrs. Scharfenberg, a woman about 45 years 
of age, was found last night in the parlor over 
tne store at No. 2410 Wentworth avenue. She 
was much affected and said that durmg the 
twenty years of married lire with the suicide 
she bad had to ügut his gambling mania. It 
was only by her pieading that she had saved 
the store which she now owned. Sbe had re- 
ceived a letter from him yesterday morning, 
but when she arrived at the hotel his body had 
been taken to the morgue. 

“If the letter hua come an hour earlier I 
would have saved his life,“ she moaned. The 
couple had no children. The inquest will take 
place this moruu at 10 o'clock. 

Inquiry at the different gambling-houses last 
evening failed to unearth a man who would 
acknowledge any acquaintance with Scharfen- 
berg, nor could a piace be found where a note 
ot hand was ever accepted for chips. The 
people over The Store denied knowjng the 
man by name or description, and, while ad- 
witting the possibility of his baving played 
there, scout the idea that be could bave re- 
ceived $200 worth of chips on his personal 
note. Harry Perry is empioyed there, but bas 
not been working for a week or ten days, and 
probably bas not beenin a position to lend 
anybody 9200 for aiong time. One of the city 
**rounders”’ declared that he must have been

Scharfenberg was cleared out in some crooked 
poker game, where his chances of winning 
were about as good as the chances of 
collecting a note for a gambimg debt.

TEMPERANCE WORK IN CHICAGO. 


A Conference of Ministers Fails to Arrive at 
a Conclusion. 

A meeting of representatives of the several 
preachers’ conferences to consider the plan 
put forward by the Rev. Dr. H. W. Bolton for 
a series of Sunday afternoon temperan 
meetings was held in the Metbodist Cnurch 
Block jesterday afternoon. The Baptist, 
Presbyterian, Congregationalist, and the Meth- 
odist Preachers’ Conferences were repre- 
sented. Dr. Bolton outlined his plan, -which 
followea in the precedent of the Boston tem- 
perance meetings.

Instead, 
it was urged by a number of speakers that a 
series of meetings taking in all the churches 
would be much better. Dr. Henson favored

The Rev. R. D. Scott also favored a series of 
mase-meetings taking in all the churches, sub- 
urban as well as city. He believed that the 
meetings should be beid weekday evenings, 
and that tbe work should come trom the 
church pure. and not asa political move- 
ment of any kind. He believed the people 
were ready for such a movement. 

Dr. Bolton withdrew his pian and Dr. Hen- 
son stated that the plan of holding meetings in 
the various churches was before the conter- 
ence. “I move we adjourn.” said a Methodist 
at this point. and the motion was carried, 
leaving the movement just where it was at the 
outset. 

At the meeting of the Presbyterian Minis- 
ters’ Association yesterday resolutions were 
read favoring the vstablishment, with other 
denominations, of a Chicago Temperance All- 
ance, with headquarters in the heart of the 
ciuly. After considerable discussion the reso- 
lutions were laid over, and a committee of one 
was selected to attend the union meeting at 
Clark Street Methodist Church and present 
their views, whieh are to the effect that while 
they are not willine to accept the resolutions 
offered they are aiways in favor of temper- 
ance moves and are open for further negotia- 
tions on the subjeqt of codperation in the 
great cause. :

IN NEED OF TRADE SCHOOLS. 


Teaching Mechanism to Beys—An Admira- 
ble Article. 

New York Times: In the Century magazine 
for November Mr. Richard T. Auchmuty bas 
an admirable articie on “The Need of Trade 
Sehools.’’ It is a plain, sensibie, well-reasoned 
disoussion of the very serious question bow a 
young man of average intelligence and char- 
acter wishing, or, indeed, needing, to engage 
in some mechanical trade, can acquire a sufti- 
cient degree of knowiedge and skill te make 
bis services salable ju the labor market. The 
writer points out what ig obviously true, that 
the old system of apprenticeship is no leuger 


practicable. Employers do not in these days, 
as a rule, work with their men, and 
cannot give the instruction the ap- 
prentice once received, much less oan they 
become responsible for him, take him 
into their own bomes, or take charge of his 
general conduct. Apprentices, where the 
exist, have become “ beipers,"’ picking up suc 
knowledge as they can from journeymen, and 
for the rest left pretty m to mselves. 
Apart from this objection to apprenticeship 
there 18 the undoubted tendenor of trades 
unions to restrict the number of those allowed 
to learn a trade and to compete with others 
who have learned it. 

Mr. Auchmuty has tn a modest but very effi- 
cient manner made an attempt at providing a 
substitate for apprenticeship in the trade 
schools be has established in this oity on First 
avenue, between Sixty-seventh and Sixty- 
eighth street. From a email beginning in 
plumbing and fresco painting five years 
ago, with a score of pupila, these schools 
now have an attendance of 4, 20 re- 
ceive instruction three eventigs in a week 
from November to Aprii in 1 fresco 
painting, bricklaying, stonecatting, plastering, 
carpentry, wood-carving, and ttmg. The 
instructors are trained meohanics, and the 
charges, though moderate, are such as it is 
hoped will ultimately meet the expenses of 
the schools. Mr. Auchmaty says: * Those 
young men who are old enough te do a full 
day’s work usually get from one-third to one- 
half a full day's wages On leaving the schools, 
and full wages in from 6ix to eighteen moaths 
afterward. Thus u seems to be proved that a 
‘course of carefully-arranged instruction 
three evenings each week for a term of not 
quite six months puts it in the power of any 
young man to learn how to work. He no 
longer need beg the employer to teacn him; he 
stands in the labor market with something to 


Clearly, if this pian could be carried out 
cautiously but gradually on a larger scale, it 
would solve a v serious problem. it wil) 
be seen that the object of the trade schools is 
not merely to teach the young man general 
aptitude at manual labor, but a trade. He is 
not fully taught that, for be cannot be, but be 
is taught enough to make his work worth 
wages, and enough to enable him with prac- 
tice to become skilled. Some difficulty bas 
— found in obtaining work by those who 

ave attended these schools, on account of the 
opposition of the unions, but Mr. Auchmuty 
gays that thie das not been found to be in- 
surmountable.“ Possibly the difficulty would 
be increased if the schools were undertaken 
on a large scale; but this should not be done 
atonce. The system, to be really good, must 
be of gradual growth, and if it were we are 
confident that it would reesive not oniy the 
consent, but, if properly presented, the ap- 
proval and cobperation of me workingmen. 
Of course, no system of trade instruction need 
be, and in our judgment none should be, free. 


WOMEN AND WORK. 


Some Very Plain Talk upon a Much-Dis- 
cussed Subject. 

New York Post: The unwillingness—nay, the 
point-blank refusal—of poorly-paid working- 
women in New York City to take well-paid 
employment as domestic servants in the coun- 
try is the chief cause of the distress which pre- 
vails among them. The remedy is in their 
own hands, and yet they refuse to apply it. In 
a large proportion of cases the sole reason is 
because they would rather starve in the city 
than have plenty to eat in the country; be- 
cause they would rather endure intoilerabie 
Nis in a metropolis than enjoy comfort in a 


quiet town; because they would rather catoh 
glimpses of the luxury of the rich in a great 
ceatre than live in a village where nobody is 
rich and nobody poor; because they would 
rather go hungry and cold amid te excite 
ment of urban life than be weil fed and well 
boused in a community which leads a bum- 
drum existence. 

As tor the prejudice against domestic 
service which keeps 60 Many women out of 
it, there is nothing to be said in the way of 
argument. The simple facts about such 
service are that it is perfectiy respectable, 
thoroughly comfortable, and exceptionally 
well paid. A young woman bas a right to 
refuse employment under sucb excellent 
conditions, and instead try to make a living 
in a factory or shop where she can earn only 
$3 or $4 a week. But after making this 
choice she has no right to compiain because 
she does not fare well, nor dave philan- 
thropists any right to invoke the gubiic sym- 
pathy in ber behalf. t n charged that 
thousands of womén go to the bad in New 
York every year because they cannot sup- 
port life on the wages paid factory hands, 
sewing-women, and shop-giris. But the wom- 
an who, on the plea that sbe cannot earn & 
living by herineedie, enters a brothel because 
she has a prejudice against entering a kitchen, 
is a woman who merits no sympathy. 

The tolly of the talk now so current with 
half-baked writers on the labor problem can 
hardly be more forcibly demonstrated than by 
contrasting their theories with the facts in this 
particular department of industry. They 
point out that workingwomen in New York get 
wages that are uot sufficient to live upon, wulle 
in their immediate neighborhood are people 
who are very wealthy, and they insist that a 
great social problem is here staring at us for 
solution. So they start off ona wild-goose 
chase for some legislative remedy which wn 
assure these women good wages, and very 
likely become captivated with the idea that 
Henry George's nostrum would secure first- 
class pay for everybody. All the time the 
solution of the problem is right under their 
noses—iet the women abandon overcrowded 
and poorly-paid industries for an employ meat 
in whieh they can get good wages and live well.

Gath in Cipcinnatl Enquirer: The big sensa- 
tion here, about which you see little in the pa- 
pers, e the sult of Mr. Hopkins against bis 
second wife, who was a Chicago belle. I asked 
a prominent man what kind ef lookmg person 
she was, and be sad: Se is, I think, about 
80 years old, and has black, Spanish-icoking 
eyes which pierce your soul.

I in- 
quired right in the railroad office the morn- 
ing before the matter came out, and found 
that nobody there knew anything about it. 
Yet the very next morning the general partic- 
ulars were published in the papers. Sitting 
down by an ostentatious man whose very 
name I did not know, though he was in a 
olub with me, | bad a talk about the con- 
ditions of society. I was afterward told that 
this person had recently been left 3800, 
000 by his mother. He said: “What is 
playing the mischief with the morais of 
the girls in New York, and it is probably the 
same in ower cities, is the freedom their 
mothers give them to go out to theatres, and 
from the theatres to suppers. The mothers 
themselves rather like this kind of life, and 
the dsughters very quickly pick it up.

They start home after 
midnight, and go, perbaps, to some distant 
part of the town, and bow can you wonder 
that the next thing is a runaway or a com- 
plete onange of morais in the woman, so that 
it she ever marries at all she commences her 
hfe about baif-sputted and with a heart already 
impure.” 

Valking to a telegraph man recently, whose 
office is in a conspicuous piace, he said: 

It you could sit one week in our office you 
would pick up more deviltry than you ever 
heard of in your life. The adventuresses 
swarm around the telegraph-office, and you 
will fod some of them making appointments 
with halt a dozen men the same das, and tell 
ing lies to throw this one off or coddle another 
one.

Supposing that it was to carry 
a parcel we took one of the larger boys and 
sent bim there. The boy did not come back 
for thirteen bours to the office. They are 
oharged overtime, and this boy was gone 80 
long on an errand only two or three blocks 
away that bis fines amounted to about $4. The 
boy was required by this creature for no other 
purpose than vice. You can imagine the effect 
on the rest of the lads sitting around here.”
